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MR. ARTHUR'S FRIENDS HAVE AN- 
OTHER VERY COLD DAY. 

THE HON. GEORGE H. SHARPE IS BEATEN 
IN ULSTER AND A SOLID ANTI-ARTHUR 
DELEGATION CHOSEN FROM KINGSTON, 

Kryeston, N. Y., April 9.—The Hon. 
George H. Sharpe, State Committeeman from the 
Seventeenth Congressional District, and ex a va- 
riety of offices,is anxious’ to go as a delegate 
from this district tothe National Republican 
Convention. The Hon. Thomas Cornell, ex-Con- 
gressman and President of the Cornell Steam- 
boat Company, has a similar aspiration. Mr. 
Sharpe wants to go because he thinks the 
convention would be better with him 
than without him. The prevalent belief 
has been that Gen. Sharpe also wanted to 
help nominate Mr. Arthur. Mr. Cornell wants 
to go principally because he docs not want to see 
Mr. Arthur nominated. Prevalent belief also 
affirms that Mr. Cornell wants to help nominate 
Mr. Blaine. Both Gen. Sharpe and Mr. Cornell 
say thet prevalent belief is without any sort of 
ground whatever. Gen. Sharpe said so openly 
and boldly at the First Assembly District Con- 
vention, which met here to-day to select dele- 
gates to the Congressional and State Conven- 
tions. Mr. Corae!)’s representatives made a cor- 
responding disavowal for him. Meanwhile 
prevaient belief hasn't weakened to any per- 
ceptible extent. 

Gen. Sharpe made known his desires in this 
matter some weeks ago.’ Mr. Cornell’s desires 
became apparent about the same time. The Sev- 
enteenth District is composed of Ulster, Dela- 
ware, and Greene Counties. This is Delaware's 
fir-t year in the Seventeenth District. All the 
little machines within.the three counties have 
been indusiriousiy at work manufacturing Ar- 
thur sentiment. The sentiment had to be manu- 
factured, for there was none in stock. The Post 
Offices were worked and the county offices, so far 
as they coula be controlled, were made to help 
turn the crank. 

Postmaster Rose, of Woodstock, who had not 
been iony enough in office to know how to han- 
die the machine with the necessary skill, was 
asked to contribute his influence. Postmaster 
Rose, Dir. L. C. Smith, and another gentleman 
constitute the Town Committee. The Postmas- 
ter and the other gentlemen concluded it would 
be just as well not to hold any caucus in Wood- 
stock. So they got together with two or 
three kindred spirits in the Post Office one 
week ago last Tuesday evening and appointed 
three dclezates. These were warranted yard- 
wide trve blue Arthurians, and were packed 
ready for delivery at the convention to-day. Dr. 
Smith learned of the scheme, and insisted so vig- 
orously that a caucus be called that his col- 
leagues bad to yield. It was held Tuesday night 
last and three anti-Arthur delegates elected by 
58 majority. 

Like disaster overtook the machine plans in 
Hurley. 

in Esopus the stalwart Town Committee con- 
cluded to call a caucus in each election district 
of the town. Two of these they munaged suc- 
cessfully. in the third there was a bolt. and two 
seis of delegates will come to the Assembly Dis- 
trict Convention. , 

In Saugerties the machine was successful. One 
of the principal industries in Saugerties is 
* Billy” Shefield’s paper mili, employing 75 men 
and 150 giris. Both men and girls were 
subject to persuasive arguments, the - girls’ 
influence being on their feathers, brothers, and 
sweethearts. - The delegation from Saugerties in- 
cluded ex-Sheriff Kobert Snyder. who is now an 
Officer of the Assembly at Aibuny. Snyder 
wouldn’t attend the convention, and Gen. 
Sharpe, who had been defeated in the Kingston 
caucuses, was substituted, Hence it came that 
Gen. Sharpe sat ut one end of the sofa in the sit- 
ting-room of the Eaglé Hotel when the conven- 
tion was called to order to-day. A look of calm 
resignation rested on his features, and similar ex- 
pressions hung upon the faces of his adherents. 

Dr. Robert Loughran, of Kingston, who led 
the Cornell forces, called the convention to order, 
and Lucius Lawson, of Hurley, was made Chair- 
man. After the preliminary work was disposed 
of, Alderman Ten Broeck, of Kingston, nomi- 
nated as’ delegates to. the district convention 
Peter Cantine, of Saugerties, and Mayor Charles 
Bray and Dr, Loughran, of Kingston. The 
nominations were seconded, and, after a mo- 
ment’s silence, Gen. Sharpe rose siowly and be- 
zanto speak. He did not propose to oppose the 
nominations, he said. He understood that there 
were no others to offer. He was there tosay words 
that 10 days ugo he did not think be would have 
to say. “It has been alleged throughout this 
contest,” said Gen. Sharpe, “that I am person- 
ally committed tothe support of a certain gen- 
tleman; that I am for hii first, last, and all the 
time, through thick and thin. 1 wish to try and 
disabuse the minds of the delegates of such 
an impression. I have known Gen. Ar- 
thur a long time. I was associated with 
him for seven years in the New-York 
Custom-house. I know his worth and _ his 
high ability, but I am uncommitted to him. 
Had the people thought fit to send me to Chi- 
caro, I should have gone unpledged.”’ After 
eulogizing Gen. Arthur, laying special stress 
upon the value of the President’s large ac- 
quaintance with public men in New-York, Con- 
necticut, and Northern New-Jerséey in a cam- 
paign, Gen. Sharpe said: “I have but one 
thought, and that is that when the Republican 
convention shall have completed its work a man 
that will have as much power as he will go out 
of that convention feeling that he has been well 
treated.”” Gen. Sharpe deprecated any factional 
feeiing, and declared that if Mr. Cornell was sent 
to Chicago his sole aim would be to excel that 
om tae in his efforts for the success of the 
icket. 

Dr. Loughran denied that Mr. Cornell was 
committed to any candidate, although he was 
decidedly not for Gen. Arthur. The three Cor- 
nell dejegates were then elected. Dr. Loughran 
iinmediately nominated as delegates to the State 
Convention W. W. Ten Broeck, Dr. L. B. Smith, 
and Lucius Lawson. . Messrs. Ten Broeck and 
S.uuth were elected without opposition, but a 
fight was made on the third delegate. It has 
been the custom to give the five wards of Kings- 
ton, which are in the First District, one 
delegate, the town of Saugerties one, and the 
baiance of the towns in thedistrict one. Sauger- 
ties claimed its right and named Robert Snyder. 
The Cornell men conceded this right finally, and, 
Mr. Lawson withdrawing, nominated Benjamin 
M. Koons, of Saugerties. Saugerties protested 
against having Mr. Koons thrust upon it, but 
the Cornell men had the votes and elected that 
gentleman. The delegation from Saugerties, 
with the exception of Gen. Sharpe, then with- 
drew from the convention, but as the work was 
completed the bolt did no harm. 

The result of the convention practically as- 
sures the election of Mr. Cornell at the district 
convention next Thursday. The delegation from 
Greene County to that conventicn will be stal- 
wart, it having already been elected. The Sec- 
ond and Third Assembly Districts of Ulster will 
hold their conventions on Saturday, and will, it 
is believed. elect Cornell delegates. Four of the 
19 towns in Delaware County have already elect- 
ed delegates favoring Mr. Corne!! to the county 
convention, and the 10 votes which Mr. Cornell 
will need will undoubtedly be forthcoming when 
the district convention meets. The other dele- 
gates who will go with Mr. Cornell to Chicago 
will be taken from Delaware County. 
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WAYNE REFUSES ARTHUR. 
2aALMYRA, April 9.—The Republican Con- 
vention for the Second District of Wayne Coun- 
ty, composed of the towns of Arcadie, Macedon, 

Marion, Lyons,Ontario, Palmyra, and Walworth, 

was held at Palmyra to-day, to select seven dele- 

gates to attend the Congressional Convention at 

Oswego on the 18th inst., and four delegates to 

attend the Utica State Convention on the 23d. 


The Hon.-H. R. Durfee, of Palmyra, presided as 
Chairman. The deliberations were harmonious 
aud pleasant, andthe sentiment of the delegates 
wasaimost unanimously anti-Arthur. No in- 
structions were given, but the delegates are un- 
derstood to be very favorable to Blaine. The 
delegates are. To the State Convention—Pliny 
‘T. Sexton, of Palmyra; the Hon. Jefferson Sher- 
lan, of Marion; Col. William Krutzer, of Lyons, 
and Perey Green, of Macedon; to the Congres- 
sioual Conyention—Byron Thomas, of Arcadie; 
Charles H. Chapman, of Macedon; Henry C. Allen, 
of Murion; John’ McGonigal, of Lyons; J. C.

A stronger anti- 
Arthur delegation has not yet been elected from 
Western New-York.

FULTON IMPLACABLY HOSTILE TO 
ARTHUR. 

GLOVERSVILLE, April 9.—The Republican 
District Convention for the Counties of Fulton 
and Hamilton met at Gloversville to-day for the 
election of delegates to the State and Congres- 
sional Conyentions. The town of Johnstown, 
with 36 delegates, elected only 5 stalwarts to 
this convention, and the outside towns were 
equally emphatic in their expression of hostility 


to the Administration. There was just enough 
of the stalwart element to give the conven- 
tion the appearance of a suppressed vol- 
cano. Good generalship, however, prevented 
any outbreak, and the proceedings were quite 
harmonious on their face. The delegates elected 
were: To the State Convention—Assemblyman 
L. L. Boyce, A. E. Blunck, D. Getman, Jr., D. 8. 
Decker; to the Congressional Convention— 
Mortimer Wade, A. J. Nellis, F. M. Young, H. C. 
Day, W. 8. Tooker, R. Humphrey, L. H. Ever- 
set, C. W. Smith. Resolutions we@re adopted 
without dissent commending the Administration, 
but opposing the nomination ot President Ar- 
thur. Also instructing the Congressional! dele- 
od to support the Hon. David A. Wells for 

elegate to the National Convention. The con- 
vention made no declaration for any Presidential 
candidate, but the delegates are understood to be 
friendly to either Blaine or Edmunds. The sen- 
timent of the Twentieth Congressional District 
is strongly against the nomination of Arthur, 
and unless the alleged bargain between ex-Con- 
gressmen Starin and West is consummated, two 
iron-clad anti-Administration delegates will be 
sent to Chicago. 


JEFFERSON TAKES EXTRA PRECAU- 
TIONS AGAINST ARTHUR. 

WATERTOWN, April 9.—The First Assem- 
bly District Republican Convention for Jefferson 
County was held here to-day. The members 
spent an hour in debating the better method of 
selecting delegates, two courses being before the 
convention—by committee or by ballot. The 
former method prevailed. The following Gel- 
egates were appointed: To the State Convention 
—Morgan Bryan, A. M. Wardwell, Cornelius J. 
Stark, D. W. Baldwin; to the Congressional Con- 
vention—N. M. Wardwell, C. M. Clark, I. P. 
Woodell, J. L. Hotchkin. Both deiegations are 
solid for Blaine, the men being called before the 
committee and required to state their position 
before they were appointed. The delegates to 
the Congressional Convention were instructed 
for the Hon. George A. Bagley, of this city, as 
one delegate to Chicago. The delegates to the 
State Convention are instructed for Blaine. The 
expression of the conventiou’s Presidential pref- 
erences resulted: Blaine, 88; Edinunds, 5; Artnur, 
2; Sheridan, 1; Lincoln, 1. For Vice-President— 
Lincoln, 38; Logan, 4; Grant, 1; Arthur,2. Mr. 
Bagiey isan uncompromising Blaine man. The 
stalwarts will contest the election of haif-breed 
delegates in the Second District Convention to- 
morrow.

MONROE DISTRICT 
ARTHUR. 
TWO CHICAGO DELEGATES WHO ARE OP- 
POSED TO THE ADMINISTRATION. 
Rocuester, April 9.—The canvass for 
Republican delegates to Chicago from this 
Congressional District, which for the past two 
or three weeks has been characterized by great 
energy and no little bitterness, ended at to-day’s 
convention in this city in what some Adminis- 
tration men may possibly claim to be a drawn 
battle, but which is, however, a most decided 
victory for theanti-Arthur forces. Throughout 
the canvass the latter have been embarrassed by 
the fact that circumstances rendered it necessary 
for them to run as delegates two city candidates, 


H. H. Warner and A. B. Lamberton. At the 
primaries the anti-Arthur sentiment, pure and 
simple, triumphed in 10 of the 16 city wards, and in 
12 of the 19 county towns. When the convention 
assembled, however, it was evident that the Ad- 
ministration managers, yes to find any dis- 
tincti¥ Arthur candidates of sufficient strength to 
be elected, had selected as the next best for their 
purpose Leonard Burritt, of Ogden, who has 
avowed himself for Edmunds, and whose honesty 
in this respect cannot be questioned, secking thus 
to take advantage of the jealousy which has long 
existed between the city and the country towns 
of the county, because the latter thought the 
city has taken more than its share of the county 
othces. As there weie 95 county and only #0 city 
delegates in the convention the stalwarts hoped 
to use this jealousy, if not for their own benefit, 
- least to defeat one of their opponent’s candi- 
ates. 

After the organization the stalwart scheme de- 
veloped into a resolution to elect one delegate 
trom the city and one from the country, which 
was carried by a vote of 95 to 40, the altirmative 
vote being composed of all the Arthur delegates 
from both country and city, and a sufficient 
number of anti-Arthur country delegates to in- 
sure the adoption of the resolution. Leonard 
Burritt, of Ogden, who was a member of the As- 
sembly about 10 years ago, and is now Chairman 
of the Republican County Committee and pros- 
pective Chairman ot the Board of Supervisors, 
was putin nomination by the Arthur men, and 
Dayton 8. Morgan, of Brockport, for whom no 
preliminary. canvass, with the exception ot his 
own town, had been made, was hastily selected 
by the anti-Arthur men. Burritt was elected 
by a majority of about 30 in a total 
of 175 votes. Whenthe delegates from the city 
came to be voted for H. H. Warner was put in 
nomination as the anti-Arthur candidate, and 
Dr. Jonas Jones by the Artaur forces. Mr. Lam- 
berton having, with great magnanimity, previ- 
ously withdrawn from the contest, Mr. Warner 
was elected by a vote of 104 to 67,only 4 votes 
being cast for W. I. Peck, a distinctive Edmunds 
man. The vote for Dr, Jones represents as near 
as can be ascertained the real stulwart strength. 
The convention thus has ended in the election 
of two pronounced anti-Arthur delegates after 
one of the most exciting political canvasses 
which has ever occurred in Monroe County, in 
which the Arthur leaders, starting out in the 
full anticipation that they would give the 
county solidly into the hands of the Administra- 
tion, uave been forced into a series of false pre- 
tenses, claiming in certain places to be in favor 
of unpledged delegates and in others for Ed- 
munds, never daring at any time to raily openly 
under the Arthur banner or to present a recog- 
nized Arthur man as a candidate for the National 
Convention. 

Ali the powers of Federal patronage have been 
unscrupulously used to further their ends, ana 
yet at last they were obliged to support two can- 
didates neither of whom would pledge himself to 
tbe Arthur programme. Mr. Burritt in local pol- 
itics isa pronounced anti-Administration man. 
He has recently declared himself unequivocally 
for the nomination of Edmunds, and it is not be- 
lieved that under any circumstances wili he vote 
for the nomination of Arthur. Mr. Warner is 
open and pronounced in his opposition to 
Arthur’s nomination, and though he has re- 
mained unpledged throughout the canvass, it is 
believed on the best authority that his first pref- 
erence is for Blaine. The difficulty under which 
the anti-Arthur forces labored was that they 
were obliged, in order to carry the city wards, to 
make a canvass for the city delegates, which 
necessarily excited jealousy and criticism in the 
county towns, with the result us indicated. There 
can be no possible doubt that the dominant sen- 
timent of Monroe County is decidedly hostile to 
the nomination of Arthur, nor any doubt but 
that it will be so demonstrated at Chicago. 
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A FIGHT IN THE NINETEENTH. 

AND TWO DELEGATIONS CHOSEN TO CHICAGO, 
AxLBANy, April 9%.—Potter’s Hotel, at 
Slingerlands, was garrisoned with Draper hench- 
men before the sunset last evening. At every 
door and window in the hotel where the Republi- 
can Congressional Convention was to be hela to- 
day was stationed stalwart fellows armed with 
slung-shots and other weapons. During the long 
hours of the night this band of 20, under the di- 
rection of Garry Benson, janitor of the Assem- 
bly, kept vigilant watch for the enemy. and when 
ex-Bo:s Jobn F. Smythe drove up to the hotel with 
a number of followers about dawn to-day he 
found himself outwitted by his cunning pupil. 
No attempt was made to oust those in possession, 
but the time before noon was spent in recon- 
noitring and planning, On the ground were 
the leaders of both factions. State Committece- 
man Draper had with him Collector of Internal 
Revenue James W. Bentley, Surveyor of Cus- 
toms John A. Luby, Chairman of the County 
Committee Charies W. Mead, and City Assessor 
“Bob” Oliver. On the other side were Post- 
master William H. Craig, Police Commus- 
sioner Richard B. Rock, A. A. Keyes, of 
the Express; ex-Mayor Edmund L. Judson, 
Mayor's Clerk William H. Haskell, and 


ex-Sheriff James A. Houck. The _ trains 
from this city took out several hundred 
on-lookers and workers, many of whom expected 
trouble and were to take a hand in the 
row. The accommodation of the hall being hm- 
ited, no one was admit except on a ticket 
issued by Mr. Draper, who gave 

no chance to pack 
c’clock a door at the foot.of a 
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stairs, having been properly guarded, was opened. 
— me delegates were allowed to squeeze in one 
at a time. 

After an hour's struggle for admission, in 
which coats and hats were freely torn and 
smashed, Alderman Mead called the convention 
to order. Matters went smoothly until the Six- 
teenth Ward was reached on the roll-call. Act- 
ing asin the other convention, Mr. Mead stated 
that no delegates had proper certificates of elec- 
tion and the ward would have to go unrepre- 
sented at the start. In this ward the anti-Draper 
side polled 180 votes at the primary and the 
Draperites only 112, but one of the two in- 
spectors refused to sign the returns on 
the ground that Draper men were intimi- 
dated at the polls. he announcement of 
the Chair was received with an outburst of in- 
dignation. Mr.’ Eugene Burlingame attempted 
to enter a protest, but was cried down. Ex- 
Mayor Judson also tried the same thing. The 
disorder lasted five minutes. Then Mr. Fred 
Rosche. of the Post Office, acting as a rival Secre- 
tary, took the platform and yelled in a loud 
voice the names of the delegates claiming admis- 
sion for the contestant ward. This restored 
quiet for a short period. The roll being com- 
»leted, nominations for Chairman were made. 

he candidates were George H. Fitts, of Cohoes, 
and Mr. William H. Haskeli, of Albany. The 
omission of the Sixteenth Ward on this call 
threw the convention into confusion again. 

At length Secretary Robert Imrie announced 
that Fitts had received 74 ard Haskell 73 votes. 
The words were hardly uttered when the whole 
convention, with cries of “ Fraud!’ “ Fitts!” 
and ‘“ Haskell!” made a rush for the mage. 
Chairman Mead and Secretary Imrie were hurled 
over the heads of the crowd to the rear of the 
room. The reporters were buried under tables 
and chairs. Both sides strove to obtain posses- 
sion of the platform. Heads were freely 
punched in the excitement, and pandemonium 
reigned for nearly half an hour. ‘The crowd 
outside, made turbulent and noisy by copious 
draughts of Slingerlands whisky, added to the 
uproar and hurled rocks at the windows. 

The anti-Draper men finaliy lifted Mr. Haskell 
bodily on the stage and held their ground long 
enough to allow him to receive and declare car- 
ried a motion for an adjournment for an hour. 
Then the other side made a desperate rally to the 
platform. Outof the mass of excited men rose 
the rosy and rotund form of Mr. Fitts, his feet 
being well planted on the platform. He was de- 
fended against attack from all quarters. Blows 
were struck right and left on all sides. 
The noise was still unabated. At the 
endit was disclosed that the followers of Mr. 
Draper had elected delegates to represent the Re- 
publican Party at Chicago in the persons of ex- 
Assemblyman George Campbell, of Cohoes, and 
Hiram Griggs, of Slingerlands. As alternates, 
Messrs. Andrew 8. Draper, of Albany, and Madi- 
son Covert, of West 'lroy, were chosen. The mo- 
tions in each case were made by ex-Senator 
Braman, whose utterances were unintelligible 
above the incessant din prevailing in the hall. A 
final adjournment was then taken. 

The illegality of the delegates chosen on behalf 
of Mr. Draper was alleged on the ground that 
the vote by which Mr. Fitts was declared elected 
Chairman was false. The anti-Draper party 
claim that a man Jere, of the convention clearly 
declared in favor of Mr. Haskell. At their con- 
vention held subsequently there were 92 dele- 
gates present after the admission of the Siy- 
teenth Ward delegates and contestants. They 
chose as delegates to. Chicago James Lamb, a 
wealthy manufacturer, of Cohoes, and ex-Sheriff 
James A. Houck, of this city. The alternates 
named were Mr. W, H. Haskell and _ ex-State 
Treasurer N. D, Wendell, of Albany. These del- 
egates are understood to be for Blaine. 

The Draper set are supposed tu be for Arthur, 
but ex-Assemblymun Griggs this atternoon ex- 
pressed surprise that bis name had been present- 
cd as a delegate. Acdording to his idea, the real 
issue at Slingertands was Blaine and anti-Blaine. 
He wes opposed to Bisine, but he did not believe 
it would wise to noininate Arthur, because it 
was doubtful if he could carry the State. He fa- 
vored the man who could be elected. 

The whole proceedings were the most disgrace- 
ful in the history of factional fights in Albany 
County. 


MR. SMYTH’S CLAIMS AND POSITION. 

Aupany, April 10.—The result of the 
Slingerlands conyention will be the appearance 
at Chicago of tontesting delegations—so the 
Draper men say, for they declare they will take 
the matter to a court of final resort. The Smyth 
faction, on the other hand, declare that they 
will settle at Utica, where they will have eight of 
Albany’s. fifteen State, delegates. The figures 


and the facts Ms fits to be in favor of 
their claim, that., they. had. a majority 
of oné in to-day’s. vention, and that 
a roll-call would have demonstrated this 
beyond a doubt. Ex-Sheriff James A. Houck is 
a pronounced half-breed, and was elected Sheriff 
on this issue three years ago. He is strongly 
Liaine. James Lamb, the other national dele- 
gate named by the Smyth faction, is of sta'wart 
roclivities, and is a close friend of Mr, Smyth. 
ir. Smyth recognizes the injustice which has 
been done him Dy Mr. Arthur's onpperi ot the 
Draper gang. He is non-committal on the sub- 
ject, but his friends believe that no vote which 
e may control will be cast for Mr. Arthur. The 
way is left open for him to go to Chicago if he 
chooses, for Mr. Lamb would withdraw in his 


interest.

THE HONORABLE GENTLEMAN CHARACTER- 
JSTICALLY LOOKS OUT FOR HIMSELF. 
Burrao, April 9.—The Republican Con- 

vention for the Thirty-second Congressional Dis- 

trict, which includes 12 wards of the City of 

Buffalo, was held to-day.

But since 
it has become probable that the State Conven- 
tion will not be run in the Arthur interest, and 
that Mr. Warren could not be elected delegate at 
large, the slate has been changed. Warren con- 
cluded to take the bird in the hand. which is the 
district delegateship, and let Mr. Becker take the 
risk of being chosen delegate at large. It does 
not ap that Mr. Becker prefers tine bird in 
the bush, and the Germans are scoiding vigor- 
ously at the way they are left out; but the 
decree of the Arthur boss has to be respected.

A BITTER FIGHT IN KINGS. 
THE ANTI-ARTHUR MEN JUBILANT—DAGGETT 
BEATEN IN HIS OWN WARD. 


Primaries were held last evening in the 
25 wards of Brooklyn and the five county towns 
of Kings County to choose delegates to the As- 
sembly District Conventions, which in turn elect 
delegates to the Republicun State Convention, 
and to elect delegates to the Congression- 
al District Conventions, which meet on 
Friday evening to choose representatives 
to the National Republican Convention. 
Numerous tickets were placed in the field during 
the past two weeks, but within a day or two the 
issue had narrowed itself down to a fight between

This re- 
sult makes it clear that Daggett cannot go to the 
National Convention—if he can so at all—from 
his own district. The delegates from the Third 
District to the National Convention will proba- 
bly be Andrew H. Baird,a prominent business 
man of the Nineteenth Ward, and ex-Mayor 
Frederick A. Schroeder, if the latter desires to 
go. In any event it iscertainthat both delegates 
will be inst the Administration. 

In the ond Congressional District the indi-

ministration men, had secured enough votes to 
send these gentlemen as delegat«s to the National 
Republican Convention. In the Fourth Con- 
gressional District the Administration men 
claim to have elected a delezation that 
will send Gen. B. F. Tracy and William 
Beard or Martin Day to the National Conven- 
tion. In the Fifth ngressional District both 
sides claim a victory, but the indications last 
night were that Senator Daggett’s friends had 
won. Ex-Assessor James, a strong friend of 
Daggett, carried the Seventeenth Ward in this 
district. If the Administration men have car- 
ried the district the delegates to the National 
Convention will be James L. Jensen and Albert 
Daggett.

A BATCH OF IMMIGRANTS. 


THE LOAD FROM IRELAND WHICH THE 
GRECIAN BROUGHT OUT. 

Boston, Mass., April 9.—The steam-ship 
Grecian, of the Allan Line, brought among her 
516 steerage passengers 336." assisted’ immigrants 
from Galway, Ireland. Their debarkation was 
superintended by Charlies Coleard, agent of 
the State Board of Health, Lunacy, and 
Charity, and they were inspected and 
examined by him. All were required to tally 
off their names, tell where they came from, 
where they were going to,and give other facts 
deemed necessary by the inspecting officer to 
know. Though many of them admitted that 


they had receiyed public aidin Ireland, all denied 
that they bad ever been in an alms-house. 
Mr. Colcard says: “TIT found on board 
of the Grecian 516 passengers, of which 
humber 336 were what is» known as ‘as- 
sisted immigrants.’ The passengers were 
comfortably clothed and had at least an average 
of $5 aniece. They all claimed to have relatives in 
the different cities and towns of the Union for 
which they had tickets. All of the party were 
able-bodied, und as a whole I have never seen on 
bourd of a ship such a neat-appearing and 
healthy crowd of immigrants. With but few 
exceptions they could all speak English. The 
passengers were all allowed to land, and were 
sent on their different ways.” 

Mr. William Fitzgerald, agent in this city of 
the Tuke fund, by which these immigrants were 
assisted, and who received them on the wharf at 
the gang-plank and assisted in cirecting them to 
start aright for their various destinations, said 
that they had from £1 to £10 in money each. 
Besides this they had through tickets for con- 
veyance to the several localities where their 
friends and relatives in this country live, 
or where they had assurance of employ- 
ment on ajrival. Of these assisted im- 
migrants 152 were males and 184 
females. The number of 15 years of age or under 
was 147; from 15 to 25 years, 100; from 25 to 50 
years, 76; upward of & years, 13. The number 
destined to-points in the State was 31. The re- 
mainder: were destined to specified towns or 
cities in Rhode Island, Connecticut, New-York, 
Pennsyivania, Llinois, Missouri, Dakota, and 
California. The bulk of them were ticketed for 
points beyond New-England. 

The Grecian brings over the first load for this 
year; another vesssl-load sails on the léth with 
immigrants, mostly for the West, and then others 
follow for several months in succession. 


MME. SEMBRICH’S ILLNESS. 


UNABLE TO SING LAST NIGHT OR TO-NIGHT 
OWING TO A COLD AND FATIGUE. 

Mme. Marcella Sembrich was unable to 
appear at the Metropolitan Opera-house in 
* Romeoe Giulietta” last night owing to indispo- 
sition. Placards placed in the theatre announced 
that the opera would be given thisevening. “Il 
Trovatore” replaced **Romeo e Giulietta’”’ last 
night. *““My wife has sung 53 times this sea- 
son,” said Mr. Stengel, Mme. Sembrich’s hus- 
band, at the Victoria Hotel last night. 
“She is very much fatigued, and her voice 
at the present moment has given out. Repose 
is absolutely essential. Last Friday, when my 


wife appeared in * Lucia,’ she was suffering from 
a severe cold, which she has not yet lost. Mr. 
Abbey asked her as a particular favor to oblige 
him, and she did not like to refuse his request. 
He said he would have to shut the doors, Xc., 
you know. Then, on Monday, she sang one act 
of ‘ Les Huguenots,’ and two acts of ‘ Lucia,’ 
because Nilsson was ill, and this also fatigued 
her enormously. Tuesday—just think of it—she 
rehearsed ‘ Romeo e Giulietta’ from noon until 4 
o'clock. No voice could stand such a strain, and 
my wife is very young.” Mr. Stengel said Mme. 
Sembrich would not be able to sing to-night, 

“Will Mme. Sembrich be unable to fulfill 
her engagement in Phiiadelphia Monday next?” 

“Ob no!” was the answer. ‘She is saving 
herself for that.

She is not ac- 
customed to such a severe routine. In London 
she never sang more than twice a week. And 
the three awful American journeys in sleeping 
cars have helped to produce a condition of in- 
tense fatigue. Coming from the West to New- 
York is very wearisome, and a singer after such 
journeys needs considerable repose, and cannot 
without danger to her voice appear at once.

COMMOTION IN A COURT-ROOM. 


THREATENING TO USE PISTOLS 
SHARON DIVORCE CASE. 

San Francisco, April 9.—The court-room 
during the trial of the Sbaron-Hill case this 
morning was the scene of a great commotion. 
Mrs. Shawan, a witness for the defense, was 
on the stand. Judge Tyler, attorney for 
Miss Hill, was subjecting the witness to a se- 
vere cross-examination. He said he proposed to 
show that the witness had dined at disreputable 
places and visited an assignation house with 
strange men. Mrs. Shawan manifested intense 


excitement, and hurriedly put her hand 
into her pocket as if to draw a revolver. 
She was checked, however, by the counsel for 
the defense, who implored her to keep cool.

RAIDING ON THE TREASURY 


DISTRIBUTING *‘ PORK” AMONG THE 
MEMBERS OF THE HOUSE. 
THE PUBLIC BUILDING LOG-ROLLING BEGUN 
IN EARNEST—ALL OPPOSITION CRUSHED 
BY OVERWHELMING NUMBERS. 

WASHINGTON, April 9.—While some of the 
Democrats of the House and nearly all the Re- 
publicans are solidly resisting any attempt to 
pass a bill to reduce the tariff, and so lighten the 
burdens of the tax-paying millions, the reform 
Democrats, as weil as the Republican opponents 
of reform, exhibit a surprising readiness to use 
the money raised by taxation in erecting more or 
less necessary and extravagant public buildings. 
‘** Pork” appears to be quite as tempting a bait to 
tariff reform Democrats as ‘“‘soap” was to the 
voters of Indiana, who were so anxious in 1880 to 

be led away from the path of political virtue. 
An astonishing sight was witnessed in the 
House to-day. According to the programme ar- 
ranged on Monday, Mr. Stockslager, of Indiana, 
Chairman of the Committee on Public Buildings 
and Grounds, asked that the order made under 
suspension of the rules to take up and consider 
all the public building bills reported and on 
the calendar, as well as Senate bills 
on the Speaker’s table, be carried out. There 


was a long contest between the members who 
opposed this motion with others to take up the 
Inter-State Commerce Dill, the Land Grant For- 
feiture bills, and similar measures. at it was 
of no use. The prizes to be drawn in the 
way of first appropriations were too enticing. 
A River and Harbor bill, with items challenging 
the support of every member from Cheescquakes 
to Chattahoochee, would not have proved a 
more effective obstacle to the consideration of 
public measures thun did the proposition to rush 
through the 50 bilis authorizing the expenditure 
of about $7,000,000. 

In order to insure the forcing through of all 
bills, it was necessary to have a Chairman who 
would help out the * pork hunters.” The Speaker 
put Mr. Wellbora, of Texas, in the chair, and he 
soon demonstrated his purpose to help out the 
men who will not reduce revenues, but will 
spend the surplus. Mr. Thompson, of Ken- 
tucky, supposing that by the interposition 
of an objection, he could send any bill called up 
back to the House, drew from the Chairman the 
remarkable ruling that the order of the House 
on Monday set aside ali rules, and that the House 
must goonand consider the bills indicated in 
the order. Ky an arrangement, it was said, with 
the Ohio members, a bill to appropriate $150,000 
for a building at Keokuk was first’ called. 
After the order of business had been determined 
upon Mr. Holman, who has come out against 
these appropriations, had read at the desk an 
article from a Burlington paper directing atten- 
tion to the fact that the United States has con- 
venient court-rooms at Keokuk,and that the 
city, with 12,000 — in 1870, has fallen off 
600 according to the census of 1880. Thesame paper 
suggested that this was not the sort of Demo- 
cratic economy and reform that Congress was 
elected to give. Mr. McMillin tried to discourage 
tie ms mp oe ot the bill, and Mr. Hoiman moved 
to reduce the amount sought to be appropriated 
to $75,000, just half. There was a division on this 
first proposition, upon which a vote was taken. 
The different sides passed between the tellers. 
Among the men who- voted against Judge Hol- 
man’s amendment to reduce were Mr. Morrison, 
Mr. Mills, Mr. Carlisle, Mr. Eaton, Mr. Reed, Mr. 
Long, Mr. Hiscock, in fact, nearly all the promi- 
nent men on both sides, the itepublicans gladly 
following in the wake of Belford, who was de- 
lighted at the prospect of getting money out of 
the Treasury on any pretext. Amendments to 
reduce the appropriation to $75,000, to $80,000, 
and to $100,000 were successively rejected, and at 
last the bill was ordered to be reported for pas- 
sage. 

it was perhaps ashrewd thing for Mr. Stock- 
siager to call up next the bill to ep ed 
$100,000 for a building at Waco, Texas. Mr. Mills, 
who had been a warm supporter of the Keokuk 
bill, now became hot for a morsel of ** pork” for 
his own State. When Mr. Buckner; who was an- 
noyed to see the Democrats plunging deep 
into the Treasury, protested that the course 
being pursued would be injurious, and said 
something about the distribution of “ pork,” 
Mr. Mills retaliated by saying that Mr. Buckner 
was opposed to the bill because he had already 
had his share of “ porx;” and then he provoked 
a iaugh at Mr. Buckner’s expense by asking him 
how he bad voted in previous sessions for bills 
appropriating money for buildings in Missouri, 
Mr. Buciner being unable to answer. 

The business proceeded very slowly, owing to 
the stubborn opposition of a few members, and 
at the time of adjournment the * pork” brigade 
had only succeeded in obtaining a favorable re- 
port of the Keokuk and Waco bills. They have 
yet to be passed, and a yea and nay vote will be 
had. Some of the members are talking as if 
the record on these bills would be used 
as effectively next Fall as the river and harbor 
record was quoted in the Fall of 1882. If it was 
not for the log-rolling arrangements, by which a 
community of interest is established among the 
representatives from many States, it is doubtful 
whether half of the bills would pass, after full 
discussion. They must now have only 30 
minutes’ consideration each. Time will be 
wasted in the attempt to delay their 
passage which might be given to the considera- 
tion of the shipping bills, the bankruptcy law, 
the Inter-State Commerce bill, or the Copyright 
bill. In the scramble for “ pork” in liberal lumps 
the guardians of the people abandon these im- 
portant measures, and such men as Reed, Hewitt, 
Carlisle, Hiscock, Morrison, Kasson, Mills, 
Lyman, and others, of both sides, com- 
bine to extract $7,000,000 from the Treasury. 
A beginning only has been made. There are 
many bills yet in the committee. It may be that 
another batch will be brought along by and by. 
The members who are out of this deal do not 
like it. During his remarks to-day, Mr. Thomp- 
son made the characteristic Kentucky assertion 
that this was a game which cost $7,000,000 ** to 
come in.” The “ pork” distribution will be re- 
sumed to-morrow.

CHARLESTON FIRE BONDS. 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., April 9.—In 1866 the 
City Council of Charleston pxssed an ordinance 
authorizing the Mayor to issue bonds to aid in 
rebuilding that part of the city destroyed by the 
g:eat fire of 1861. The Legislature passed two acts 
ratifying the action of the City Counctl and the 
bonds were issued. The bulk of the bonds 
has been retired or converted into other city 
securities, so that the amount outstand- 
ing is about $75,000. The City Council now 
resists payment of the coupons on 
the fire loan bonds on _ the round 
that their issue was unconstitutional. In two 
test cases Judge Witherspoon, of the Circuit 
Court, has decided that the city is liable. The 
case will probably go to the Supreme Court.

ARRESTED FOR ASSAULT. 

BALTIMORE, April 9.—Quite a stir was 
caused in the Baltimore Club to-day by the. ar- 
rest of John Redwood, one of its members, for 
an assault on the steward. Redwood is one of 
the; leading members of the club, isthe Presi- 
dent of the L’Hirondelle Boating Club. and is 
very prominent in social circles. He compiained 
about the price charged by the steward tor 
baked potatoes, and as the steward’s reply did 
not please him he struck him asevere blow in 
the face with his fist. The steward then bad him 
arrested, and he was held for trial. The affair 
has been the talk of the clubs’ to-day, and Red- 
wood's action is generally conbemned.

A CITY MARSHAL MURDERED.

KILLED BY A SALOON KEEPER WHILE AT- 
TEMPTING TO ARREST HIM. 

Sr. Paut, Minn., April 9.—A special dis- 
patch from Mitchell, Dakota, to the Pioneer 
Press, says: *“ An unprovoked murder was com- 
mitted at Hank Lewis’s saloon at 3 o'clock this 
morning, the victim being Capt. J. T. Pierce, 
City Marshal, and the murderer being Hank 
Lewis, the saloon-keeper. <A city ordinance 
requires all the saloons’ to close at 
a designated hour, and Lewis announced that he 
would break the law with impunity and bid de- 
flance to arrest, and threatened to shed the blood 


of the officer who should arrest him. Lewis’s 
saloon was open at 3 o’clock, and the Mar- 
shal told him that if he would not 
obey the law he would have to arrest 
him. At the same moment Lewis 
stepped back and picked up a shot-gun. Pierce 
told him to put down the gun, but Lewis, as 
quick as thought, with steady nerve, leveled the 
ta joa deliberately at Capt. Pierce’s head and 
fired, striking Pierce on the right side of the 
head and partially blowing his brains out. yo 
Pierce fell backward and expired in a pool of his 
own blood. Lewis was marched off to the jail 
and secured behind the bars. , 

At an early hour this morning the news of the 
murder was generally spread throughout the 
city, and the citizens began to fiock to the 
scene, and loud cries of “Lynch the 
murderer,” “Hang him to a Ilamp-post,” 
went up from the crowd, but the 
officers were prompt m quelling any effort in 
that direction, and better jydgment prevailed 
foratime. Coroner Curtis held an inquest on 
the murdered Marshal at an early hour this 
morning, and a verdict was rendered in accord- 
ance with the facts. Laterin the day a prelim- 
inary investigation was had before Judge Abbey, 
of the City Court, who held Lewis for premedi- 
tated murder. 

Lewis is one of the worst characters that ever 
came to the Territory. Some weeks ago he shot 
at Oscar Warfield, the keeper of a saloon, in his 
own (Warficld’s) saloon, and he then turned and 
walked out, defied the oflicers to arrest him, and 
held the crowd at bay witha revolver in his hand. 
He was finally arrested for that offense by Capt. 
Pierce and Sheriff Atherton. A short time be- 
fore that event Lewis undertook to murdera 
man at the Dakota House in this city but shot 
too jow and wounded the man in the thigh. He 
has always been successful in avoif@ing punish- 
ment, but there now seems to be no barrier be- 
tween him and justice. 

_ Later in the atternoon strong threats of lynch- 
ing were made, and extra precautions were 
taken to guard the prisoner. The Mayor has 
issued a proclamation requesting all good citi- 
zens to assist in upholding the law for the credit 
of the city.

A TOWN SWEPT BY FIRE. 


THIRTY HOUSES BURNED—THE LOSS ESTI- 


MATED AT $100,000. 

Hampton, Va., April 9.—A fire here to- 
day destroyed 30 houses, and but for the assist- 
ance of two fire-engines from the Soldiers’ Home 
and Old Point the whole business portion of the 
town would have been consumed.

THE SIEGE OF KHARTOUK 


GEN. GORDON ORDERED TO WITH. 
DRAW FROM THE CITY. 
DESULTORY FIGHTING, IN WHICH THE REBs 
ELS LOSE MANY MEN—THE SITUATION 

SAID TO BE CRITICAL. 


Catro, April 9.—A messenger who left 
Khartoum’on March 27, has arrived at Berber. 
He reports that the condition of affairs at Khar- 
toum is extremely critical. The irregular troops 
in Gen. Gordon’s command are in a state of mu- 
tiny. 

Sir Evelyn Baring, the English Minister to 
Egypt, has receive? a dispatch from Gen. Gor- 
don, bearing date of March 30, which gives the 
following information: ‘*‘ On March 25 Gen. Gor- 
don disarmed 250 Bashi-Bazouks who had mu- 
tinied. The following day he shelled the rebel 
camp on the Blue Nile, killing 40 of the enemy. 
On March 27 the rebels fired upon Khar- 
toum from the village opposite. But 
this they were .soon forced .to evacu- 
ate, losing 59 men in the engagement, 
and the Bashi-Bazouks occupied the village 
and held it until March 30. On that day the reb- 
els returned in force, and drove them out, but 
then retired themselves. The White Nile dis- 
trict is quiet. The Khartoum market is. well 
supplied. The Mahdi has sent the rebels six 
guns. Gen. Gordon estimates that the rebels 
about Khartoum number fully 2,000.” 

The latest advices received from’ Gen. Gordon 
are dated Aprill. Hereportsthat in the engage- 
ment on March 30 the rebels lost 40 men killed 
and 8 wounded, together with 16 horses. During 
the night of April 1 the rebels kept up desultory 
firing at the palace. 

Mr. Clifford Lioyd, Under Secretary of the In- 
terior, has offered to resign, but Sir Evelyn 
Baring has refused to permit him todo so. The 
Khédive and Sir Evelyn Baring ure trying to 
form a Ministry by combining representatives of 
the Cherif and Nubar Ministries. Nubar Pasha 


continues his private intrigue to maintain hig 
place, while openly asserting his decision to re- 


tire. 

The British Government has sent positive 
orders to Gen. Gordon to withdraw from Khar- 
toum with the garrison as soon as possible. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, April 9.—The British 
Consular reports from Hedjaz. along the eastern 
coast of the Red Sea, state that Arab feeling is 
opposed to the Mahdi, 


Lonpon, April 10.—A_. dispatch from 
Massowah reports that Admiral Hewitt has 
started for Abyssinia, taking with him 250 mules 
and camels laden with presents for King Jonn. 

_The Govérnor of Kassala is asking daily for as- 
sistance. He reports that many Bashi Bazouks. 
have joined the rebels and that the garrison is in 
a panicky state. 

A dispatch trom Khartoum says: “In an en- 
gagement on March 24 the rebel camp was shelled 
and 116 rebels were killed or wounded. A crowd! 
of Arabs picked up a shell and tried to discover, 
its mechanism, when it exploded, killing 16 mew 
and maiming many others.”

gesting the purchase of Cuba. AsS$to other 
nations of Europe interfering, the good under- 
standing between Germany and Spain, will, it i¢ 
said, effectually prevent any such movement.

MR.” LANSING’S BILL PASSED BY 
THE SENATE. . 

A VETO BY THE GOVERNOR WHICH HAS 

BROUGHT DOWN UPON HIM THE WRATH 


OF THE ASSEMBLY. 

Axpany, April 9.—The whole of the morn- 
ing session of the Senate Was consumed in the 
discussion of Mr. Lansing’s bill providing three 
Commissioners to lay out the lands belonging to 
the State in the Adirondacks and protect them 
from trespass. Mr. Gilbert opposed the bill, and, 
not being able to defeat it outright, sought to 
kill it by loading it down with amendments, He 
said it was a useless measure and involved a 
needless expense. The State already has, he said, 
ample supervision over State lands; it was one 
of the duties of the Land Office to take care of 
these lands. A great many crude notions were 
afloat with regard to the Adirondack forests. 
No discrimination was made in discussing the 
effects of cutting timber in the Adirondacks be- 
tween this and the clearing up of lands for agri- 
cultural purposes. But this was not the time to 
discuss this subject. The present bill was un- 
called for, unnecessary, and vSeless. It was sim- 
ply a personal job. 

This attack on the bill aroused Mr. Lansing to 
a very spirited reply. He charged Mr. Gilberé 
with being in the interest of the lumbermen and 
ironmongers of his district. ‘These, he said, were 
the real jobbers, and not the friends of this bill, 
and the Senator from the Twentieth, (Gilbert,) 
who always appeared here as the champion of 
“reform,”’ was their mouth-piece. He said there 
was a lobby around this Legislature, and had 


been all Winter, trying to defeat. any bill for the 

reservation of the Adirondacks, and to have 
arge sums of money appropriated to build dams 
in the forests. 

Mr. Esty advocated the bill. He said. that the. 
present State supervision of the’ Adirondacks’ 
was a sham; it was no supervision at all, so far 
as the interests of the State were concerned. He 
related an instance when a few years ago the 
Legislature was induced to appropriate $50,000 to 
build dams in the Adirondacks. The following 
year claims were presented amounting to $200,000, 
tor damages caused by the breaking away of the 
very dams the State had built. 

Mr. Thomas ‘offered amendments, which were 
accepted, that the» Commissioners shall not ex- 

nd more money than the $15,000 appropriated 

n the bill; also that they shall not allow any ex- 
clusive privileges in the occupation or use of the 
lands or waters of the Adirondacks to any per- 
son or corporation. An amendment offered by 
Mr. Robb that the three Commissioners provided 
for in the bill, with salaries of $2,500 each, shall 
serve for nothing, was voted down—yeas 4, nays 
1m An amendment: making ‘their salaries $2,000 
was accepted. ‘T'wo or three other minor amend- 
ments were made, and*the bill was passed by a 
vote of 24 to 3. 

At the evening session of the,Senate the fol- 
lowing, among other bills, were passea: The act 
to tax gifts, legacies, and collateral inheritances 
5 per cent; the vote was 21to 4; Mr. Thacher’s 
bill appointing a commission: consisting of Alex- 
ander Shafer, J. W. Drexel, 8. O. Vanderpoel, 
Charles F. Wingate, and others,;to inquire into 
the character and condition of the tene- 
ment-houses in New-York and_ report 
to the next Legislature; an act laying out 

arks in the ‘Twenty-third and Twenty- 

ourth Wards of New-York, and authorizing 
the taking of property for the same. Mr. Daly 
objected to the tenth section because New-York 
was compelled to pay the whole expense of the 
new parks.

TO PROTECT THE FORESTS. 


THE ADIRONDACK MASS-MEETING IN CHICK- 
ERING HALL. 

A mass-meeting in behalf of the preser- 
vation of the Adirondack forests was held in 
Chickering Hall last evening under the auspices 
ot the Citizens’ Committee of One Hundred, the 
Produce Exchange, Board of Trade, Anti- 
Monopoly League, Constitution Club, Mercantile 
Exchange, Stock Exchange, Real Estate and 
Tradors’ Exchange, Wine, Spirit and Distillers’ 
Exchange, Young Men’s Republican Club, and 
Association for the Protection of Game. The 
hall was well filled, and the speeches were listened 
to with interest and greeted with enthusiasm. 
Mayor Edson presided, and among the other gen- 
tlemen on the platform were Controller Grant, 
ex-Senator Boyd, Dr. Ferdinand Seeger, James 


De Mandeville, George T. Gaden, John F. Henry, 
Henry Bergh, and Prof. Isaac L. Rice. 
A section of Gilmore’s Band under the leadership 
oftwo of the Bent brothers made the rafters 
ring with some alleged musical selections, after 
which Mayor Edson made a brief introductory 
address. Ex-Senator Boyd was then chosen Sec- 
retary of the meeting, and read letters of regret 
from Gen. Hancock, John Kelly, Parke Godwin, 
*ex-Senator MacArthur, and Henry A. Herbert, 
the principal proprietor of the Lakes of Killar- 
ney, who was to have been one of the speakers, 
The Secretary also read the names of the Vice- 
Presidents, and those of Roscoe Conkling{Samuel 
J. Tilden, Oswald Ottendorfer, and Noah Davis 
were loudly applauded, After a song by the 


Union Glee Club resolutions expressing the feel-- 


‘ernment to further its objects, and declaring that 

a forestry league should formed to secure a 
department of forestry in the National and State 
Governments were read and adopted. 

Mr. Carl Schurz was then introduced as the 
first speaker, and was received with great ap- 
plause. Hesaid he was proud of having made a 
‘movement when Secretary of the Intcrior to 
‘stop the taking of timber from public lands. He 
was then ridiculed asa theorist. He was glad to 
say that publig opinion had since changed. The 
question of the evening was only a partof a 
great national problem—the exhaustion of 
the timber supply. That was not the 
worst. History had proved that the denud- 
ing of countries of their trees resulted in de- 
priving them of their fertility. The spirit of the 
time was to make money to-day with no thought 
of to-morrow. There was more killing of geese 
that laid golden eggs here than in any other 
country on earth. New-England’s water-eourses 
were becoming smaller through the disappearance 
of her forests. On the Upper Mississippi the 
large craft of former days now ran aground. In 
New-England they were considering whether 
new forests should not be planted. The people 
of New-York had in the Adirondack woods a 

reat reservoir. “The question now is,” said 
Mr. Schurz, ‘‘ what shall we do with them? If 
we have the commonest kind of common sense 
we shall see that all the resources of science 
shall so preserve them that they shall for- 
ever fulfill the duty which nature allotted 
them.” Public woods that are not well 
taken care of will disappear. Non-protection is 
equivalent to destruction. These woods are to 
disappear for the benefit of a few lumbermen 
and one railroad. The destruction of these for- 
ests would cause rivers to be inundated in the 
Spring, and for the rest of the year they would 
be almost dry. The Erie Canal would become 
-unnavigable. The M@hawk Yalley would be- 
come a barren waste. The burning of a large 

ortion of thiscity would not be so great a ca- 

amity as the destruction of these forests. The 
city would be built again in a few years, but the 
‘forests could not be grown again in a century, 
;and even then could not be made what they were 
before. The —_ should compel the Legisla- 
ture to see that all measures were taken to pre- 
serve the forests. 

Mr. Schurz’s speech was received with hearty 
_applause. Dr. Seeger then offered a resolution 
that a committee be appointed to go to Albany 
_and endeavor to secure proper legislation for the 
preservation of the Adirondack forests, The 
“resolution was unanimously adopted. 

The Rev. George W. Gallagher was the next 
speaker. He said that Adam and Eve were the 
.first people who infringed forestry laws, and they 
‘had caused more sorrow and trouble than they 
ever dreamed of. God drove them out of Eden 
and placed cherubim with flaming swords at the 
entrance to keep them out. Every man who 
‘touched the forbidden trees of the Adirondacks 
should be driven out. The speaker did not know 
whether there were any cherubim in the 
» Democratic Party or seraphim in the Repub- 
slican Party, but he was sure a swo of 
‘justice would be found to protect the 
.forests. He then gave a graphic descrip- 
tion of the working of natural laws in coun- 
tries denuded of their trees. If the cutting 
of trees went on at the present rate the floods of 
Ohio.would be repeated in New-York. He quoted 
.from Verplanck Colvin, Superintendent of the 
‘State’Survey, to show the importance of the 
Adirondack watersheds in supplying the Erie, 
; Black, and Champlain canals. A railroad com- 
; pony had acquired 500,000 acres of land, and was 
0 have 500,000 more, which it peepeess to strip 
‘of its trees. The matter should be so arranged 
‘that the wood could be cut and the forests pre- 
‘served. Thespeaker then gave some account of 
the attempts to preserve ‘these forests. In con- 
clusion he urged the formation of forestry 
aon which could proonve the forests even 
“without the aid of the Legislature. 

After another glee by the Glee Club and “* The 
Lost Chord” by the band, F. B. Thurber'was an- 
-nounced as the next speaker. He advised every 
man in the audience to write a letter to the “9

TEMPLARS AT JAMAICA. 

Jamaica, Long Island, April 9.—Grand 
District Deputy B.C. Miller mounted the plat- 
form of the Methodist Episcopal Church here 
this morning, put a big, re1-figured collar with a 
cushion of purple at the lower end around his 
neck, and opened a convention called to include 
the temperance workers in the First Grand 
District of the Independent Order of Good Tem- 
plars of the State.

J. N. Stearns, Secretary of the National Tem- 

rance Society, in the afternoon spoke on 

‘Constitutional Prohibition.” “The license 
laws,” he said, ** are back of the devil, and make 
the liquor traffic respectable. If we can’t have 
constitutional prohibition as a non-partisan 
measure, as we want it, we'll have it as a partisan 
measure.” After some general talk, the Grand 
District Deputy said: ** It’s very evident we are 
all for constitutional prohibition, and we believe 
that prohibition does prohibit.”

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RESURRECTING THE FEUDS 

THE JEANNETTE. 

DR. COLLINS AND MR. NEWCOMB TESTIFY— 
THE CIVIL MEMBERS OF THE EXPEDITION 
BADLY TREATED BY THE OFFICERS. 

WasHineaton, April 9.—The cross-exam- 
ination of Dr. Collins was resumed this morning 
by the sub-committee of the House Naval Com- 
mittee engaged in the investigation of the 

Jeannette expedition. The witness referred to 

an interview at a New-York hotel, at which 

Lieut. Danenhower had spoken to him of an 

ofder of Capt. De Long forbidding any 

of the crew leaving the ship’ with- 
out permission. The order was issued the 
day after Danenhower, Collins, Nindermann, 

and others had left the vessel to engage in a 

chase after a bear. The witness said he did not 

remember that Lieut. Danenhower had said: 

“Tt was h——- in the arctic regions for three 

years.” Jerome Collins had spoken to the wit- 

ness about an interview in the Washington Post 
with Capt. De Long, in which the civil scientists 
of the expedition were spoken of as “‘ accesso- 
ries.** The witness thought the word “ accesso- 
ry” reflected on his brother. He had no exact 
knowledge of his brother’s acquirements, but 
knew that he bad some scientific accomplish- 
ments. Judge Arnoux read in evidence certain 
letters of introduction given by Capt. De Long to 

Mr. Collins to prominent scientific men of 

Washington. Other letters were read with the 

design of showing that up to the time of writing 

the letters Mr. Collins was unacquainted with 
certain instruments and apparatus intended for 
use by the expedition. Telegrams were also read 
from Mr. Bennett, in which he instructed Capt. 

De Long to seek the north pole by way of Behr- 

ing’s Strait, and to endeavor to ascertain the 

resent m etic meridian, promising to care 

or the families of those who might perish. In 
response to this, a telegram from Capt. De Long 
was read, saying that he had given the contents 
of Mr. Bennett’s dispatch to the men, and that 
they had received it with hearty enthusiasm. 

Dr. Collins’s redirect examination was then 
begun. He said he had had several conversations 
with Mr. Newcomb about the management of 
the expedition. Mr. Newcomb told him his 
brother had been arrested, deprived of his in- 
struments, and not allowed to do any work for 

18 months. He also complained of his own 

treatment, saying that at one time he had a large 

collection of birds on deck and Capt. De Long had 
ordered them thrown overboard. Mr. New- 
comb told him that Mr. Melville had once 
pisceds gunto his head and remarked that he 
1ad killed better men than he. A letter from Mr. 

Bennett to Mr. Collins, making inquiriesin regard 

to the scientific work to be performed on the ex- 

pedition, and a card showing Mr. Collins to bea 
member of the French Society for the Advance- 
ment of Science, were put in evidence. Witness 

said in reply to Mr. McAdoo that the distinct im- 

pression made on his mind by his conversation 

with Lient. Danenhower was that his brother’s 
life, individually, had been ‘* a h—— of a life.”

Witness also 
described trouble between himself and Mr. De 
Long which ended in the latter’s ordering him 
to erase the words “in charge” wherever he 
wrote “Raymond L,., Newcomb, naturalist in 
charge.” The witness thought all hands on the 
expedition were at strife most of the time, and 
after the Jeannette got in the ice and it was be- 
lieved that the expedition would be a failure, 
Capt. De Long, in his opinion, tried to foment 
strife in order to lay the blame onthe men. Mr. 
Collins had told witness that he had been de- 
prived of his instruments; witness did not think 
a guaiaeaaas were taken so frequently after 

at. 

Upon cross-examination, Mr. Newcomb said he 
thought that Collins was not treated exactly 
right by the officers of the expedition, other 
than Messrs. Chipp and Danenhower, and that he 
(himself) had been treated with indignity by Mr. 
Melville and Mr. De jong. Ifhe had been free 
and untrammeled when he went before the court 
of inquiry, he might have answered its questions 
more fully.

THE POSTAL TELEGRAPH BILL. 

WaAsHInGTON, April 9.—The Postal Tele- 
graph bill, which received the approval of a ma- 
jority of the Senate Committee on Post Offices 
and Post Roadsa week ago, was retained in the 
committee until yesterday for the perfection of 
some of its details, and was reported by Senator 
Hill tothe Senate to-éay.

the provisions of the bill. The contract system 
remains the most prominent feature of the bill 

and is not widely different from the scheme of 
the Postal Telegraph Company except that it 
empowers the Postmaster-General to receive bids 
from any telegraph company for the contract. 
The provisions relating to the establishment of a 
Government system pure and simple in the 
event that no satisfactory contract with estab- 
lished companies is secured are a combination of 
the features of the Hill and Edmunds bills.

WASHINGTON, April 9, 1884, 
The House Committee on Coinage, Weights,

Examiner Bowman, of the Department of 
Justice, was before Mr. Springer’s committee to-day, 
and reviewed the testimony recently given before the 
committee by George Turner and Paul Strobach, of 
Alabama. He denied the charges that he had taken sides 
with either of the Repblican anes in Alabama,and said 
banvotsss litical questions when making his examin- 
ation. Mr. Bowman said he was of the opinion that a 
conspiracy had existed among officials to defraud the 
Government, and that indictments ought to be foynd 
against them. He testified thatthe United States At- 
torney tooka different view of the matter and over- 
ruled him. 

Senator McPherson and Mayor Bonnet, of 
Elizabeth, N. J., addressed the Senate Committee on 
Commerce to-day in opposition to the bill providing 
for bridges between Staten Island and New-Jersey. 
They recognized the reasonableness of the desire of the 
Staten Island people to have bridge connections estab- 
lished with the mainland, and would offer no opposition 
to the building of a bridge high enough to permit the 
passage of vessels under it. They did, however, in

TAXING THE CORPORATIONS. 


THE MEASURE WHICH THE NEW-JERSEY 
SENATE IS CONSIDERING. 
TRENTON, April 9.—The Senate has 
been struggling all day amending the bill com- 
monly known as Assembly bill 378, taxing cor- 
porations other than railroad and canal com- 
panies. The bill, as it passed the House, provided 
that every telegraph, telephone, cable, electric 
light, express, palace, parlor or sleeping car 
company; every oil or pipe line company; 
every fire, life, marine, live stock, or accident 
insurance company—except industrial life insur- 
ance companies—shall pay to the State, by way 
of a license for its corporate franchise, an annual 
tax of 2 per cent. upon its gross receipts. Indus- 
trial life insurance companies to pay 1 per cent. 
on their promesssings. bo somes ype from dif- 
terent classes of corporations all over the State 
bho on the floor of the Senate during the entire 
ay. 
_ Senator Griggs, (Republican,) Chairman of the 
Special Committee on Taxation of the Senate, 
desired to reduce the tax to 1 r cent. all 
around. Senator Gardner claimed that it was 
not a wise policy to raise more revenue than was 
necessary tor the purposes of the State Govern- 
ment. ‘*What we want,” he said, ‘is to make 
these taxes just a little lower than the taxes in 
the neighboring States.’’ The discussion of the 
bill occupied the entireday. As amended, it im- 
poses the following rates of taxation: On tele- 
graph, telephone, cable, electric light, and ex- 
press companies, 2 per cent. upon gross receipts; 
upon gas companies, one-half of 1 per cent. upon 
gross receipts and 5 per cent. upon dividends in 
excess of 4per cent.; upon insurance companies 
other than life, 1 per cent. on gross premium; 
on life insurance companies incorporated in the 
State, 1 per cent. upon their surplus; on foreign 
life insurance companies, 2 per cent. on the 
amount of premiums collected from residents of 
the State, except industrial life insurance com- 
panies, which must pay 1 per cent. on the amount 
of premiums collected from residents of the 
State after deducting the dividends; upon par- 
lor, palace, and sleeping car companies,2 per 
cent. on grossreceipts; upon oil or pipe line 
companies, eight-tenths of 1 per cent. on gross 
receipts, and upon all other corporations, except 
mining and manufacturing companies, one- 
tenth of 1 per cent. on capital stock. The act 
does not apply to railway, canal, or banking cor- 
orations, nor to savings banks, cemeteries, re- 
igious bodies, charitable and educational asso- 
ciations. The bill gives to the Controller of the 
State an additionalsalary of for services un- 
derit. The Senate adjourned at 5: 
ing ordered the bill engrossed. It will be passed 
to-morrow, and the House willin all probability 
agree to the Senate amendments. The Legisla- 
ture will no doubt adjourn next week, this being 
the only measure that is keeping it ir session.

THE SPRING WHEAT CROP.

NO MATERIAL CHANGE EXPECTED ‘FROM PRE- 
VIOUS RECORDS. 

CurcAao, Ill., April 9.—A review of sev- 
eral hundred reports from the Spring wheat belt 
of the North-west shows that there will be little, 
if any, change from the general record of previous 
years. In the older States, notably Illinois, Indi- 
ana, andWisconsin, there is a marked diminution 
of the area devoted to this cereal, but the lo 
thus sustained is compensated for in the fields of 
Dakota, Minnesota, and Nebraska. A _ 650 
per cent. increase is noted in Brown Coun- 
ty, Dakota, and one of over 500 per 
cent. in Clark County of the same Territory. A 
Central Illinois report, on the contrary, chron- 
icles the sowing of the grain for the sole purpose 
of * ee the bugs from the other crops.” 
The outlook for Minnesota seems very encourag- 
ing, chiefly in the western and north-western sec- 

“tions, and it is declared by an authority on the 
subject that there has never been a better Spring 
for seeding wheat than the present one. The in- 
fluence of prices on the acreage is not percepti- 
bly large, save in the sections where the grain 
is an unreliable crop, and where the inducement 
of ample remuneration must balance the risk of 
asmali harvest. The larger and surer profits in- 
cident to the raising of cattle and corn have also 
in some quarters caused farmers to abandon the 
cultivation of the smaller cereals. Indeed, the 
star of Spring wheat seems to be steadily taking 
its course westward. A review of the reports 
shows that the area is maintained at 50 per cent. 
of the points heard from, and that the percent- 
age of increase and decrease is about equally di- 
vided between others.

ACQUITTED AFTER LONG IMPRISONMENT 

Orrawa, Ontario, April9.—Stephen Dunn, 
a native of Armenia, N. Y., was arrested about 
two years and a half ago on the charge of having 
murdered an attaché of Cole’s circus named 
Fletcher. From thattime until yesterday he was 
held in prison without trial, notwithstanding the 
utmost endeavors of his friends and of promi- 
nent American citizens to obtain a hearing in 
open court. The Dominion Government was ap- 
pealed to in vain, and the unfortunate man 
seemed doomed to an indefinite term of imprison- 
ment fora crime of which, as the event proves 
he was entirely innocent. Last week the Gran 
Jury,in a presentment, brought the matter to 
the attention of the authorities in a forcible 
manner, with the result that the case was brought 
up for trial yesterday. The evidence elicited on 
behalf of the prosecution proved so contradicto- 
ry in its character as to be entirely worthless, 
and the Crown abandoned the case. The court 
was thus forced to instruct the jury to return a 
verdict of not guilty, and Dunn was set at liberty.

THE VALUE OF,GOAT ISLAND. 
—s—_— 
TESTIMONY GIVEN BEFORE THE STATE COM- 
MISSION. 

Burraro, N. Y., April 9.—The Commis- 
sioners to appraise the lands to be taken for a 
State Park at Niagara Falls began taking testi- 
mony there yesterday, and continued to-day. 
The Commissioners are Messrs. Luther R. Marsh, 
Matthew Hale, and Pascal P. Pratt. The Com- 
missioners’ attorney was present, andthe various 
owners of the land wanted, with their legal ad- 
visers, were nearly allin attendance. It is pro- 
posed to take altogether about 107 acres. Of this 
amount the Goat Island group is the most im- 
portant part, including as it does about 80 acres. 
It was decided to take evidence as to the 
value of this land first, It appeared that it has 
produced during the last 10 years an average 
annual income of about $16,000, and that it pays 


$3,000 a year taxes. Several witnesses were asked 
to give their estimate of the value of the Goat 
Island property asa resort and aside from the 
water-power advantages. Peter A. Porter, own- 
er of a considerable portion of the island, esti- 
mated its value at $1,000,000. Under ordinary 
good management, he said, it could be made to 
pay $50,000 a year. He would rather own the 
Sland than $1,000,000, simply as an investment. 
He based the statement on the belief that 200,000 
visitors could be attracted annually to the island. 

George W. Wright, lessee of the Cave of the 
Winds, on Goat Island,valued the property also at 
,000,000. He was sure it could be made to clear 
from $40,000 to $50,000 a year. His observation 
led him to believe that scarcely more than one- 
third of the visitors to the Falls go to Goat 
Island. He had learned that Prospect Park clears 
$35,000, and as Goat Island had all the natural at- 
tractions of other points he was sure it would 
make a half more than the park if well managed. 
Charles Hgymonds, who has had charge of 
the Porter estate, also estimated $1,000,000 as the 
value of the island. Mr. 8. F. Symonds, who rep- 
resents some of the Porter heirs, estimated $800,- 
000 as the value, and expressed the opinion that 
the island could be made to pay 4 per cent. on 
that sum. 

Several railroad men, who have regularly 
taken excursion parties to the Falls, gave reasons 
why so few visitors go to Goat Island. All Ss to 
Prospect Park, but no effort is made to get them 
to the island, which is not lighted in the evening. ' 
Mr. E. C. Sprague, attorney for the Goat Island 
property-owners, made an argument to show 
why his clients have a right to compensation for 
the water-power advantages which the island 
affords. The commission will continue its ses- 
sion to-morrow.

The musicians promptly responded to the call, 
and the great enthusiasm was aroused by_the 
rattling notes of ‘** Dixie.” Vice-Chairman J. R. 
O’Bierne made a brief explanation of the objects 
of the meeting. Corp. James Tanner was chosen 
to preside, and, in taking the chair, said that he 
was heart and soul with the movement to estab- 
lish a home for disabled ex-Confederate soldiers. 
He was mindful of the fact that it was on the 9th 
of April, just 19 years ago, that Gen. Lee sur- 
rendered to Gen. Grant. With that surrender at 
Appomattox should have ended all ao ae of 
sectional enmity or bitterness. Gen. Grant 
epitomized the sentiments of the great mass of 
the soldiers of the Northern army when he said 
to Gen. Lee, “* Tell your soldiers to keep their 
horses; they will need them to do the Spring 
plowing. I shall order 100,000 rations to be dis- 
tributed to your army.” { Applause. } 

Major William H. Quincy read a letter from 
Gen. Grant, indorsing the movement and regret- 
ting his inability to accept the invitation to pre- 
side over the meeting. Gen. O’Bierne declared 
that Gen. Grant ‘‘ was the grand central figure 
of the history of the past,” and that those who 
had fought against him loved and honored him 
equally with those who had fought with/ him. 
These sentiments were warmly applauded. Let- 
ters were read from Gen. Hancock, Major-Gen. 
S. W. Crawford, Gen. B. H. Bristow, Gen. Joseph 
W. Hawley, Gen. Christiansen, Gen. Roger A. 
Pryor, and the Rev. T. De Witt Talmage. Gen. 
J. B. Gordon made an address of some length, 
and was frequently interrupted applause. He 
said that each soldier who. fell during the late 
war, whether he wore the blue or the gray, gave 
up his life for the right as he understood it. The 
speaker believed that the success of the projects 
to advance which the meeting had been ed, 
would do more than anything else to reunite the 
North and the South. 

Gen. George A. Sheridan said that the war 
ended with the surrender of Lee’s army and that 
ever since then he had been willing to shake 
hands with the ex-Confederates and call them 
American citizens. It was impossible for this 
Government to pension the soldiers of the Con- 
federate army. So far as the speaker knew, 
such a thing was neither asked nor expected by 
the Southern people. But it was possible for the 
people of the great North to give from their 
abundance —er a to help the ex-Confed- 
erates take care of their disabled heroes. A few 
remarks were made by Gen. Floyd King, of 
Louisiana. Ex-Judge Albion W. Tourgee said 
that he wished to testify his admiration for the 
American soldier of every stamp. He believed 
that it was the duty of the people of the North 
to aid their Southern brethren in caring for the 
disabled Confederate soldiers. There were plenty 
of instances, the speaker said, where ex-Confed- 
erates had extended a helping hand to Northern 
men in distress. Subscription cards were~dis- 
tributed before the assemblage dispersed.

He offered 
Miss Lydia Thompson what he considers exceed- 
ingly large terms to come back to this country 
at the head of a company of symmetricaliy 
upholstered damsels addicted to silk tights and 
bad puns. But she declined his terms, although 
it has long been known that Miss Thompson 
wished to return to America for the purpose of 
recouping herself financially. The large fortune 
which was accumulated during her successful 
tours in America has, it is understood, passed 
out of her hands into the control of Mr. Alexan- 
der Henderson, her husband, with whom she is 
not on good terms. Col. Brown offered Miss

She has played at the Haymarket and other 
London theatres, and for a beginner was credited 
with the exhibition of wnusual ability.

Bernhardt, Col. Brown 
made overtures to Miss Florence St. John, the 
chief of the English opera-bouffe singers, but it 
is understood that she too declined his proposi- 
tion. Miss St. John is a good musician, who 
always walks through her characters without 
expressing the slightest emotion of any kind. 
Her husband is Mr. Marius, a French actor, who 
has cleverness in a certain light comedy line, and 
who, with a voice like an exceptionally asthmatic 
fog whistle, insists upon appearing in light opera 
with distressing effects upon the score. Miss St. 
John is called Sinjun by the Londoners. 


The firm of French & Son have purchased the 
London play called “Breaking a Butterfly,” 
which is not a success in the English metropolis.

he was United States Marshal and I was United States 
District Attorney for Kentucky to collect illegal 
fees from the United States. I write to say that Iam 
perfectly willing to have the gentlemen named tell your 
committee all that they know concerning these mat- 
ters. One of them is culiarly fitted to speak as 
to my fees, because he kept my fee account 
with the Government. But protest as a citizen 
against these gentlemen being summoned at the ex- 
yanse of the United States, unless Mr. White is to be 

eld responsible officially for owen and malicious- 
ly making a false charge st citizens, if he fail to 
make good this charge on the testimony of witnesses 
of his own choosing. 1 want no others. resentative 
White has been sepeetiog Seis charge for the past 10 

ears; he has even offered himself as a witness to prove 
t; he has had all these 10 years to talk to his 
witnesses, many of whom live inthe district, and hold 
responsible positions under the State and the United 
8 s. If, now, his charge is false, I submit does not 
the Representative know that it is false? If he de- 
liberately makes a false accusation against a citizen, is 
he a fit associate of the honorable gentiemen who 
compose the United States Congress? If Mr. White 
makes good his charge, I want no white-washing re- 
prt he fails, I think it due the citizens of the

THE SUIT BEGUN IN BROOKLYN BY THE HUS-

SIMPLE-MINDED ARABS. 
saps sgpacbasclthchs 
A PARTY THAT INTENDS TO BEG ITS WAY 
FROM NEW-YORK TO BRAZIL. 

The steamer Chateau Lafitte, which ar- 
rived yesterday from France, had on board 
among her steerage passengers seven Arabs—two 
women, two grown up sons, one grown up 
daughter, and two boys. They told Capt. Heinz- 
man, through an interpreter, that they had come 
from the Lebanon, in Syria. Selim Michael, one 
of the young men, made an affidavit that his 
mother, Saady, and his sister, Meriam, were Greek 
Catholics, and had been advised to emigrate to 
Mexico, where a number of their country-people 
resided; that they had some funds and intended 


to go to Mexico on foot. Marie Tannous, who 
has three sons, aged respectively 20, 6, and 4 
years, made a similar affidavit. When the au- 
thorities asked the Arabs how they intended to 
reach Mexico with their children, they said 
that they would beg their way along. To a 
TIMES reporter who saw them later in the 
day they said that they came from a village in 
the Lebanon called Hasroun, and that they first 
went to Spain with a quantity of beads and 
crosses which they sold inthat country. One of 
their number, a man by the name of, Tannous, 
left them about four months agvu and came on to 
America. He borrowed from each of the young 
men £30, and they heard that he had landed at 
New-York and had gone on to Brazil. They de- 
cided to follow him and get their money back. 
One of them asked how far Brazil was, and how 
long it would take to get there on foot. 

*“Youmight get therein six months, or per- 
haps in a year,at the rate you are going to 
travel,” said the reporter. 

‘Is America as large as that?” they asked, 
with a surprise, and they opened their 
eyes still wider when told that they would have 
to traverse the whole of Mexico and the entire 
length of the isthmus before they reached their 
destination. This surprise, however, was soon 
followed by a feeling of incredulity, and they 
expressed their determination to tramp along 
overland. ‘“* We have not got any money,” one of 
them said, ** and charitable poouse might help us 
on our way.” When told that several of their 
countrymen had been arrested for begging in 
this country they looked disappointed, but they 
—— made up their minds to try their 
ucK, 

The Castle Garden authorities belive that these 

ople have come over with the intention of 
vegzing. If they are unable to take care of 
themselves, and are liable to become a public 
charge, they will be sent back under the statute 
relating to the exclusion of paupers. Another 
party of Arabs that has been at Castle Garden 
for several days will be sent back on Saturday. 
The men had , which they handed over to the 
Emigration Commissioners to pay for part of the 
passage. 

Michael Courgi, the young man from Bevrout, 
who came here in search of his worthless youn 
brother-in-law, and spent all his money, has stil 
been unable to find any work, and is entirely des- 
titute. He asked the Commissioners to send him 
hack to Europe, but his request has thus far not 
been granted. 


NO MORE AQUEDUCT PROTESTS. 


THE PUBLIC HEARING CLOSED AND THE MOD- 
IFIED HUDSON RIVER ROUTE ADOPTED. 


The public hearing on the proposed 
water-works system was continued yesterday 
before the Aqueduct Commission. Commissioner 
Dowd questioned Robert L. Darragh as to the 
correctness of the figures he had used in his esti- 
mate, presented on Monday last, and showed that 
he had estimated for solid masonry instead of 
rubble work in one instance, making a difference 
of upward of $2,000,000. E. L. Glaskin, an en- 


gineer, at Congressman Potter’s request, present- 
ed a sketch showing sections of the proposed 
Quaker Bridge dam and of the dam at Furens, 
France, the largest work of the kind in the 
world. The French dam is 164 feet high, 
while the Quaker Bridge dam is to be 294 feet. 
The foundation of the former isthe same width 
as its height, and Mr. Glaskin contended that the 
Quaker Bridge dam should have a foundation in 
proportion. Mr. Potter presented an estimate 
for the dam prepared by John J. Tucker,a 
builder, on the plans furnished him by Mr. 
Darragh. His estimate was $8,814,824, and did not 
include land, preparation, bridges, or roads, 
Samuel McElroy, an engineer, said that he did 
not believe that the superstructure of the dam 
would stand to hold water if it was built on the 
foundation proposed. The concrete would re- 
quire at least five years to dry and become solid. 

Mr. Thompson said that,in order to give an 
idea of the value of estimates by contractors for 
work, he wishe@g to call attention to the bids 
for the Kensico reservoir, now constructing. 
There were 16 bids. The lowest was $199,000, and 
it was awarded at that figure. The highest bid 
was $1,225,000. 

Mr. Spencer favored obtaining the exact cost 
of the dam before deciding to build it. 

Mr. Baldwin said that ever since he had been 
on the commission the same persons had been 
prevent to combat the estimates of the engineers, 

ut they had brought no testimony to sustain 
their opposition. The Commissioners were wast- 
ing time, especially in view of the assurance of 
the Corporation Counsel that all the plans and 
estimates required by the law had been given. It 
was decided to zive Mr. Potter, on Saturday, an 
opportunity to supplement figures already pre- 
sented by him, and the commission then declared 
the public hearing on the aqueduct closed, and 
by formal vote adopted the modified Hudson 
River route heretofore described in Tae Times.

The Assembly Railroad Committee 
seems to have put itself at the command 
of the Standard Oil Company capitalists. 
By what kind of influence JOHNNY 
O’BRIEN and the other lobbyists control 
its action we do not venture to say, but 
the cable railway ring has boasted that it 
had money enough to defeat the General 
Surface Railroad bill and that it was de- 
termined to doit. Itisa significant fact 
that the committee, by a vote of 
6 to 5, decided to report favorably 
the cable company’s bill, a bill in 
which that company and nobody else 
was interested, and which was in favor of 
a monopoly and against public policy. By: 
the same vote it yesterday decided to re- 
port adversely the General Surface bill, 
which was prepared by the Railroad Com- 
mission in substantially its present form, 
which is in the interest of the public and 
of free competition in supplying transit fa- 
cilities. This looks very bad for the com- 
mittee, and we trust the Assembly will deal 
with its action in this case as promptly and 
energetically as it did in the case of the 
former report. We are surprised that our 
ordinarily wide-awake and keen-scented 
contemporary, the Herald, has permiited 
itself to be so far hoodwinked as to give 
encouragement to the cable swindle and 
to cast suspicion on the General Railroad 
bill. If the latter has faults they should 
be corrected, but it is the kind gf measure 
that is needed, and the cable monopoly is 
just one of those schemes which should 
not be allowed to fasten its clutches on 
the community. 





Ex-Mayor Cooper and Corporation 
Counsel GrorGE H. ANDREWS, having re- 
signed from the commission to correct tax 
assessments in the city of New-York, a 
bill has been introduced to legislate two 
new men into the places thus made va- 
cant. One of the nominees is JOSEPH 
GARRY and the other is THoMas E. SMITH. 
The office of Commissioner, under the 
consolidation act, which this bill proposes 
to amend, is an important one. The Com- 
missioners may reduce or vacate as- 
sessments and modify valuations of 
taxable property. Who is JOSEPH 
GaRRY that he should be legislated 
into this office? He may be a blame- 
less, upright, and eminently capable man. 
But he is in bad company. THomas E. 
SMITH is well known, here and in Albany, 
as one of the active agents of the elevated 
railway company. His appointment to 
the commission would be a public scandal. 
Senator Gipss is responsible for the intro- 
duction of the bill to put GaRRy and 
SMITH into the places of CooPER and AN- 
DREWS. He may not know anything of 
the character of the men whom his bill 
favors. In respect to one of these, at 
least, ignorance on the part of any legis- 
lator would be highly discreditable. 





MR. RANDALL’S CONVENTION. 


The Pennsylvania Democratic Conven- 
tion yesterday performed the simple duty 
for which it met with celerity and pre- 
cision. It placed the name of Mr. Ran- 
DALL Officially before the country, adopted 
the resolutions which Mr. RANDALL had 
dictated, chose delegates to the National 
Convention, listened to a speech lasting 
30 seconds from Mr. RANDALL, and went 
home. If Mr. RANDALL’S remaining road 
to the Democratic nomination were as 
open and agreeable as his passage through 
his State Convention, he would, indeed, 
be a lucky man; that is, he would be as 
lucky as any man with a nomination 
to the highest ‘position in the land 
and not a ghost of a chance of an 
election. The fact is that the honor 
which is done to that gentleman in his 
own State is an empty one. It is not 
wrested from other and strong competi- 
tors. It is tendered because there is really 
no one else who has the slightest claim to 
it, and, sofar as can be seen, noone of 
any consequence who wants it. It is an 
evidence not so much of Mr. RANDALL’s 
strength as of the poverty of his party in 
his own State and elsewhere. His friends 
have put him up as the friends of a dozen 
other mediocre men in various States will 
put them up in regular turn as the con- 
ventions follow each other, and Mr. Ran- 
DALL will be as great as any of them, be- 
cause they will all be found so very small. 

For, after all, who is Mr. RANDALL, that 
any great party should think of him as a 
fit representative of its ideas and purposes 
in a national canvass? He is a shrewd 
politician, who has gained a respectable 
place by long service in the House of Rep- 
resentatives, by his skill in parliamentary 
tactics, his talent as an “ organizer,” on 
his faculty for extreme partisanship on 
questions which do not interest the people, 
and for trimming on questions which do 
interest them. During the time that he 
held -the Speaker’s chair he won distinc- 
tion solely by the cool persistency 
with which he refused even a hearing to 
the zealous Greenbackers of his party. 
Since that time he has kept himself before 
the public as a Democratic defender of 
protection, and at the present moment 
that is absolutely the sole thing in his posi- 
tien which is worthy of remark or which 
attracts attentiop. We have no desire to

curious doctrines which he announces. 
But it requires a weak, disingenuous, 
and tricky mind to adopt such doc- 
trines. If Mr. RANDALL actually 
accepts the nonsensical rigmarole of 
contradictory phrases which he has 
caused his convention to copy from the 
Ohio platform of last year as an intelli- 
gent statement of public policy on an im- 
portant question, he gives his measure as 
a public man, and it is very diminutive. 
If, on the other hand, he simply puts it on 
the convention as a convenient formula 
for avoiding the expression of an opinion 
while professing to have one, then he is 
entirely unworthy of popular confidence. 
We are willing to confess that we are not 
quite sure which horn of the dilemma Mr. 
RANDALL is perched upon. 

The presentation of Mr. RANDALL by 
the Pennsylvania Democrats will have 
little effect on the choice of a candidate, 
except so far as it brings out more clearly 
than before the singular want of available 
men in the party, and brings more promi- 
nently into view the one candidate whom 
nearly all Democrats consider as inevita- 
ble—the one for whom the New-York Sun 
has been ‘‘ booming” successive candidates 
into obscurity, the inscrutable and mys- 
terious Mr. TILDEN. 





GOVERNMENT BY PRODUCE EX- 
CHANGE. 

When the names of the Commissioners 
named in the bill providing for the repave- 
ment of Fifth-avenue were announced, 
there was an immediate rush to the city» 
registers and directories to ascertain, if 
possible, whom THomas B,. TWEDDLE and 
W. H. BARKER might be. These two gen- 
tlemen, with the Mayor, are to be in- 
trustéd with the work of repaving Fifth- 
avenue. The Mayor we know now, al- 
though his public repute is a plant of very 
recent growth. But TWEDDLE and Bar- 
KER are unknown to fame. It might 
naturally be supposed that the bill 
and the names of the Commissioners- 
emanated from the ‘‘ Mayor’s Cabinet,” 
that irresponsible and new-fangled organi- 
zation which now combines legislative 
with. executive functions. It was sus- 
pected, of course, that the Commissioners 
would be the Mayor’s men; and, with 
equal readiness, it was supposed that at 
least one of the citizens named was a 
member of the Produce Exchange. Sure 
enough, Mr. TWEDDLE has been dug out, 
as it were, and he is a maltster and a 
member of the Produce Exchange—happy 
organization that retains a reserve of all 
the political virtue of the city. 

When Mayor Epson wants a_ public 
officer he goes down tothe Produce: Ex- 
change and, so to speak, lassoes one. The 
Mayor is a member of the Exchange, oth- 
erwise he would not bave been nomi- 
nated. When men asked who Mr. Epson 
was, the reply was, ‘‘ Why, he is a mem- 
ber of the Produce Exchange.” That set- 
tled it. Similar anxious inquiry was 
made when Mr. GRANT, an unknown man, 
was appointed Controller, and the public, 
being told that he was Mayor Epson’s 
man and a member of the Produce 
Exchange, breathed freer, And now 
that Mr. TWEDDLE is_ discovered 
also to be a member of the Prod- 
uce Exchange, we may indignantly ask 
why Mr. W. H. BARKER is not also a 
member of the same body. Does the 
Mayor think to fob us off, so to speak, with 
only two of the three Commissioners 
drawn from the Produce Exchange? If 
we are to have a City Government by 
Produce Exchange, why stop at the point 
apparently fixed by the Mayor? The Ex- 
change consists of several thousand mem- 
bers. The Mayor ought to know by this 
time that our fellow-citizens confidently 
look to him to supply from the Produce 
Exchange men to fill such official vacancies 
as may from time to time occur.

THE QUAKER BRIDGE DAM. 

The proceedings of the Aqueduct Con 
missioners in relation to the Quaker Bridge 
Dam are calculated to raise the suspicion 
that they are disposed to proceed with 
that colossal project without letting the 
public fully realize all that it involves. If 
this is the case they are not likely to suc- 
ceed. Notice was given a year ago that 
this whole aqueduct scheme would be 
closely watched ‘and the fullest publicity 
insisted upon. The practice of the com- 
mission of considering and deciding every- 
thing in secret session is one which ought 
to be abandoned, not only in the interest 
of public rights, but of confidence in the 
commission and its proceedings. But the 
persistency of a few public-spirited citizens 
at the public hearings is likely to bring to 
light the defects of the plans and esti- 
mates. Those for the aqueduct appear to 
receive a fair measure of approval, but 
those for the huge dam are getting some 
very severe attacks. 

Competent experts who apparently have 
no personal object to gain have pro- 
nounced against the expediency of this 
project.. It. is doubtful whether the dam 
will be necessary at all, and it is certain 
that it can safely await the completion of 
the aqueduct, What is needed is a pro- 
vision which shall secure for the city in 
time the whole available water supply of 
the Croton Valley. The present difficulty 
is lack of means to bring the water to the 
city. The new aqueduct would overcome 
that. It would keep the city reservoirs 
full and draw at all times all the water 
that could be used. This would of itself 
prevent much of the present overflow at 
the Croton Dam, and as the needs of the 
city increased that would be constantly 
diminished. It would still be necessary to 
provide for the storage of the surplus 
against periods of low water in the streams 
which supply the reservoir. But the ne- 
cessity for this on a large scale is remote, 
and the extent of the need for storage can- 
not now be accurately calculated. Pru- 
dence dictates that the aqueduct should be 
first built and the subsidiary plans for 
storage carried out. Then the desirability 
of a great dam at Quaker Bridge can be 
more accurately determined. 

But even if the dam were to be consid- 
ered a present necessity, the plans and es- 
timates thus far presented are very unsat- 


isfactory. Expert-engineers declare that 
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i be successfully con and 
maintained in accordance with the plans 
submitted. On the question of cost opin- 
ions differ very widely. Gen. NEWTON 
puts it below $4,000,000, but Mr. CuurcH, 
the commission’s own engineer, estimates 
it at nearly $8,000,000, while others place 
it still higher. Little attention seems to 
be given to the value of lands to be over- 
flowed, to damage to private property, and 
to the cost of bridges and the clearing of 
land. Sanitary considerations affecting 
the Creton Valley itself and the quality of 
the stored water provoke wide differences 
of opinion. 

The project is so stupendous that every 
consideration affecting it should be most 
carefully studied. That it is needed should 
be absolutely determined before the city is 
committed to it. and for the present it is 
clearly not needed. If it shall finally 
prove to be necessary, the plans should 
leave no doubt upon a single’ point as to 
stability, effectiveness, or cost of construc- 
tion.. But there is no further need of de- 
lay in the aqueduct work to consider this 
subsidiary project. The connection of the 
aqueduct with Croton Lake is to be 
made at the present dam and at 
the bottom. If the reservoir is en- 
larged a subsidiary connection can be 
made below the present dam. The com- 
mission should leave the Quaker Bridge 
project in abeyance and proceed with the 
aqueduct. Nearly a year has been spent 
in preliminary work and the city water 
supply is growing more and more scanty, 
not because there is not water enough in 
Croton Lake, but because there is no suf- 
ficient means of bringing it to the city. 
The Quaker Bridge Dam can wait, and it 
may turn out that it will never be needed 
in order to secure the entire Croton supply. 





THE ASTOR LIBRARY. 


The question whether the Astor Library 
shall or shall not be opened in the even- 
ing is not, we admit, so easy as it may 
at first appear. The library is not intend- 
ed as a place of innocent resort for persons 
who might otherwise be worse employed. 
It is a reference library, which mainly 
means an apparatus for the use of those 
who are professionally engaged in re- 
search, and who do not resort to the 
library during their hours of leisure, 
but during their working hours. 
The building is not provided with 
means of artificial lighting, and to 
supply it with them, and with a relay 
of attendants, would not only entail an 
expense of money which might otherwise 
be used to add to its collections, but would 
add appreciably to the danger of fire, 
thereby not only raising the cost of in- 
surance but incurring the risk of destroy- 
ing works which cannot be “insured,” 
since they would not be replaceable. One 
can very well understand that a con- 
scientious Trustee might hesitate to as- 
sume this responsibility and might think 
his duty discharged by enlarging the col- 
lection and facilitating the access to it by 
other methods than by an extension of 
the hours. 

On the other hand, it cannot be denied 
that many of the class for which the 
library is intended are either debarred alto- 
gether from using it or are prevented from 
making full use of it by the present re- 
striction. When the addition to the 
library was made the needs of such stu- 
dents might have been met by isolating 
the new building, providing it with means 
of lighting, and transferring to it for 
consultation such books as had been 
designated by letters addressed before- 
hand to the librarian. This practice 
has, we believe, been adopted in foreign 
libraries with good results. It is not prob- 
able that it could now be adopted in the 
Astor without entailing all of the danger 
and most of the cost of opening the 
library. The real question to be decided 
by the Trustees, however, is how can the 
library be made most useful. Since the 
introduction of the electric light it has 
been found feasible to open the reading- 
room of the British Museum at night; and 
we know of no argument for such a step 
in London which is not at least equally 
cogent in New-York. 


THE MILITIA. 


It must be evident to any careful ob- 
server that, in spite of the invaluable serv- 
ice rendered by the militia in suppressing 
the riots in Cincinnati, the work might 
have been very much better done. There 
was great want of promptness and of cer- 
tainty in the movements of the troops; 
there was a good deal of reckless firing; 
there was a miserable display of cowardice 
on the part of at least one regiment, and, 
as a consequence of all this, there remains 
in the public mind a certain sense of dis- 
satisfaction and irritation toward the 
militia which is one of the most unfortu- 
nate and, perhaps, one of the most mis- 
chievous results of the riots. It is a mere 
truism to say that in every free State 
under representative government the 
militia is the final dependence for the 
maintenance of order against formidable 
outbreaks, and perhaps because it is a 
truism the full significance of the fact is 
not realized, and the obligation which it 
imposes on the people of a free State is 
not properly felt. Order is the absolute 
condition of reasonably free and prosper- 
ous existence, and the dangers to it in- 
crease with the growth of population and 
the appearance of new and complex ele- 
ments in it. Therefore, in the United 
States a good militia force is constantly 
more necessary. 

The prime defect in the Ohio militia was 
lack of discipline. There more than in this 
State the regiments are made up of com- 
panies from various localities, which sel- 
dom meet, and whose drill is confined to 
the company rooms. No regiment can be 
brought to a decent degree of efficiency 
and kept in it in a way to be relied on un- 
less the men are brought together at fre- 
quent and regular intervals and exercised 
in regimental movements. This is a fact 
so familiar to the hundreds of thousands 
of soldiers in the United States, and so ob- 
vious to every one who takes the trouble 
to think about it, that no one will deny it. 
But regimental exercises, with the com- 
pany drill which should go with them. 
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take time and money, and ‘it is - practically 


impossible to enforce them from soldiers 
who are not fairly compensated for the 
losses thus imposed. Thé militia in every 
State is made up almost exclusively and 
necessarily of young men dependent on 
wages or salaries for their support. An 


average of 30 days a year would be a very 


smal] amount of time in which to secure 
proper, not to say thorough, regimental 
practice. That would mean, in most cases, 
a fine equal to 10 per cent. on their annual 
earnings, for the volunteer soldiers. They 
are, moreover, in most States, subjected 
to considerable expense for their uniforms 
and minor equipments, so that the State is 
put in the absurd position of asking of a 
portion of its citizens a valuable and neces- 
sary service and taxing them outrageously 
for the privilege of rendering it. It is 
needless to say that under these conditions 
the service cannot be depended on, and 
its quality must at all times be uneven 
and often inadequate. The wonder is, not 
that it is no better than it really is, but 
that it is not a great deal worse. 

Every State in the Union should begin 
at once a decided reform in this matter, 
and the larger States should set the ex- 
ample. The militia should be well armed, 
uniformed, and provided with necessary 
buildings and drill grounds at the 
public expense, and the men should be 
fairly compensated for the time required 
for regimental exercises and parades on 
other than public holidays. It is only on 
these terms that prompt and general dis- 
cipline can be-had, and that is what must 
be had if the militia is to be of any serious 
value. Notonly would the discipline thus 
obtained be worth all it costs, but its in- 
direct advantages would be very great. 
The calling of defenders of the public 
order would become attractive; the men 
would have a rational pride in the duties 
they were called upon to perform, and 
would receive the respect of their fellow- 
citizens. The whole system would be a 
powerful means of encouragement of the 
sentiment of public duty, and its mere ex- 
istence, carefully and honorably main- 
tained, would go far toward preventing 
any necessity for its active use. 





A WICKED BEVERAGE. 


There are few compounds that are more 
sinful than the applejack of New-Jersey. 
The name has a homely, innocent appear- 
ance, but in reality applejack is a particu- 
larly-powerful and evil spirit. The man 
who intoxicates himself on bad whisky is 
sometimes moved to kill his wife and set 
his house on fire, but the victim of apple- 
jack is capable of blowing up a whole 
town with dynamite and of reciting orig- 
inal poetry to every surviving inhabitant. 

It is natural and proper that the Good 
Templars should be the bitter foes of apple- 
jack. Unlike the Knights Templar, most 
of whom seem to be employed in the gro- 
cery business, the Good Templars are 
friends of temperance, and every one of 
them signs an iron-clad temperance pledge 
on joining the Good Templar Society. The 
other day a protracted convention of Good 
Templars was held in a New-Jersey town. 
Meetings were held every afternoon and 
evening for nearly. a» week, scores of 
speeches against intemperance were made, 
and nearly a dozen frightful examples of 
the ravages of applejack were exhibited 
on the platform, every one of whom had 
reduced himself by means of applejack 
to rags, dirt, and his salary of $25 per 
week as a frightful example. 

The cause of temperance was greatly 
assisted by the convention, but as the 
members, whether as speakers or listen- 
ers, became nearly exhausted at the close 
of the fourth day, a prominent Templar 
—Deacon McGoffen—announced that he 
would provide the convention with free 
mush and milk at 8 o’clock P. M.; an an- 
nouncement which was received with 
rapturous applause. The good Deacon 
kept his word, and when the hour ar- 
rived the convention sat down in the 
lecture room of the Twenty-first Methodist 
Society to unlimited mush and milk. 

Allthe members unhesitatingly agreed 
that they had never before tasted such se- 
ductive mush or such wonderfully pure 
and rich milk. Their spirits rose rapidly 
as they consumed their strictly temperance 
supper, and by 8:30 nearly every one was 
talking and laughing loudly. At that hour 
Deacon McGoffen rose up and announced 
that he would ‘‘set’em up again,” and 
thereupon. more mush and milk was 
distributed. The six frightful exam- 
ples who were present declared that 
as long as they could get such mush 
and milk they would never touch the 
intoxicating bowl, and several ear- 
nest sisters wept as they ordered more 
mush and milk, and expressed the opinion 
that strong drink was the great evil of the 
age. About 9 o’clock Deacon McGoffen 
again arose and, after a preliminary 
‘‘whoop,” moved that the convention 
should “ poshpone labor and have shomore 
muzhnmilk, b’gosh!” The motion was 
uproariously adopted, and more mush and 
milk was brought on. At 10 o’clock seven 
members of the convention were attacked 
with paralysis and fell helpless to the floor, 
while most of the other members, tired 
with their long protracted labors, fell 
asleep. The six frightful examples were, 
however, neither paralytic nor sleepy. 
They left the lectureroom and went 
through the town whooping and singing 
until they were arrested for drunkenness 
and disorder. 

It is a very dreaded thing, but it is 
now known that some wicked person had 
adulterated the milk with applejack, and 
thus furnished a new illustration of the 
unspeakable wickedness of that fiendish 
compound. 


The decision in Mr. Astor’s case does not 
lose interest or importance by comparison with 
the facts and the practice of the Treasury under 
what is now held to have been an erroneous view 
of the law. Mr. Astor reached this country 
with his family and 21 trunks in the Fall of 1875. 
Collector MERRITT demanded duties to the 
amount of $2,006. After payment under protest 
suit was promptly brought to recover $1,890. 
Justice SHipMAN took the Treasury's view of the 
law. That is to say, he held that unworn clothes, 
although fit and intended for immediate future 
use, were subject to duty. The jury discriminated 
between used and unused goods, and gave Mr. 
ASTOR a verdict for $780. This judgment the Su- 
preme Court now findsto have been wrong, and 
orders a new trial, with idstructions which fix 
the reanit in Mr, Astor's favor. It therefore

appears that Mr. Astor did not exceed his privi- 
lege in_brl in 21 trunks full of European 
goods. “Bu is no standard set up by which 
to measure the limits fit for Mr. Asror, or for 
either a richer ora poorer man. Some liberal 
constructions may be speedily looked for, anda 
few jury decisions will fix the rule. Thatthe 
clothes need not. be old to be duty free is, how- 
ever, positively decided. A rich man can now well 
afford to senda family of daughters abroad to 
get theirseason’s outfit. Hecould save enoughto 
pay all theirtraveling expenses. But forthe poor 
man there is no escape from the tariff. It may be 
remarked that this is merely a return to Secre- 
tary BOUTWELL’s view of the law, under which 
what were regarded as abuses grew so flagrant 
that in February, 1875, a Treasury circular was 
issued upon which the present practice is or 
was based. Under that custom the just and un- 
just passengers alike were compelled to make 
oath as to which of theireffects were dutiable. 
A more charming scheme for the subornation of 
perjury and encouragement of smuggling could 
scarcely have been devised—not to mention that 
it charged the unhappy passenger with a sapi- 
ence in regard to the bewildering tariff which, 
upon the authority of the Supreme Court, the 
Treasury did not itself possess. Perhaps now 
the customs officers will themselves decide what 
goods are dutiable, and discharge the passenger 
from any burden beyond the payment of duty. 
It is singular to recall that when this system of 
examining baggage upon the wharves was pro- 
posed, objection was made that the com- 
panies could not be expected to surrender their 
premises for the uses of the United States. For 
that reason the still vacant Barge Office was 
built, and now that it is proposed to occupy it the 
steam-ship companies are again found objecting. 
Is is sad to think of the rage and disgust which 
will now inflame many gentle bosoms at the 
thought of thetoilets which they might have had, 
and at the odious duties which they have unneces- 
sarily paid during nearly ten years last past. The 
Treasury does not need the money, and Mr. 
ASTOR has rendered a public service in settling 
the law. 
re 

The assailant of young HAWTHORNE, who 
robbed him of hismoney on Tuesday, in the City 
Hall Park, has, according to his victim, invented 
a noveland ingenious method of diverting sus- 
picion from a criminal. When HAWTHORNE 
called after him, “ Thief!” instead of running 
away at once, he turned upon HAWTHORNE with 
indignation, and s:ying: ‘Do you call me a 
thief ?”” knocked the accuser down. Then he 
was enabled to runaway at leisure. By an im- 
provement upon this devicea thief has only to 
call “Stop thief!” after the person he has 
robbed, and, when a large enough crowd has 
joined in the pursuit, to saunter down a side street 
and enjoy the pleasures at once of the criminal 
and of the practical joker.

MR. HARRIGAN’S NEW PLAY. 

“‘Dan’s Tribulations,” which is the title 
of Mr. Edward Harrigan's new local farce, is one 
of his most effective plays; almost as good, m- 
deed, as ““Squatter Sovereignty,” which was a 
bright and coherent piece. It is not entirely just, 
perhaps, to describe “Dan’s Tribulations” asa 
farce, for, though its purpose is extravagant- 
ly humorous, and though its situations are 
drawn broadly, it hits off cleverly real 
scenes and characters in low town life. We 
have never hesitated to praise Mr. Harrigan’s 
plays, even the crudest of them, since it has been 
apparent all along that there was truth in them. 
The farce was, at first, as rough as possible, and 


the truth was vaguely es of late the 
truth has become clearer, and the farce has been 
adjusted to this. Mr. Harrigan has his place, and 
in his place, can do exceedingly bright work; if 
he does not do always the best work that is in 
him, it is, evidently, because he must above all 
amuse his audience. In ‘** Dan’s Tribulations” 
he carries on the story told in a previous piece, 
“ Cordelia’s a and that is merely an 
Outcome of other Mulligan plays in which Dan 
Mulligan, Cordelia, Mrs. Allup, Lochmuller, Mc- 
Sweeney, and various well-known local heroes in 
the slums figure in a brilliant and vigorous 
way. In “Cordelia’s Aspirations” Mulligan 
was a rich man and possessed a house 
up town. But his thoughtless wife brought 
him to disaster, and in ‘“Dan’s Tribula- 
tions” he is a small grocer and liquor- 
seller in Mulligan-alley. The complications of 
the new play are skillful, and the local scenes, 
especially. are managed with humorand ability. 
Mr. Hart, in this piece, represents the Widow 
Allup during the first and second act, and the 
son of Mulligan in the last act. This last act 
takes place in Mulligan’s up-town house, which 
is saved from unpleasant creditors oom youth- 
ful Mulligan, who, after having n in the 
West, is necessarily weighed down with gold. 
The songs that Mr. Braham has composed 
are not as fresh and striking as they 
might be; there are only four of them, and the 
best is a chorus for girls. One is merely an imi- 
tation of that flippant and popular melody called 
“The Dotiet on the I.” Taken altogether, how- 
ever, **Dan’s Tribulations” is an amusing and 
sprightly piece, and will undoubtedly give pleas- 
ure to the public until Summer. 

M1. Hart, Mr. Harrigan, and all the players in 
the company have parts in the piece, and most of 
the characters are acted with point and vigor. 
The temas 3 is well arranged, and there is 
earnestness in the singing.

THE CLEVELAND COMMON COUNCIL.

THE PENNSYLVANIA CONVENTIOX 
SELECTS RANDALL. 

A PLATFORM FAVORING A TARIFF FOR REV: 
ENUE LIMITED TO THE NECESSITIES OF 
THE GOVERNMENT. 

ALLENTOWN, Penn., April 9.—When the 
Democratic State Conrention was called to order 
this morning in the Academy of Music, a smal? 
hall with one gallery and a very low ceiling, the 
delegates saw before them in a conspicuous 
place on the wall this warning: ‘All persons 
creating a disturbance will be arrested immedi- 
ately.”” A notice of this kind was not needed, 
however, for during the preliminary routine 
work of the morning session there was no 
disorder. The gallery was crowded, but 
the roughs who have made so much 
trouble in some of the previous conven- 
tions of the party were not there, and there 
was no inclination in any part of the house to 
interfere with the proceedings The party 
seemed to be represented on the floor by its hest 
men. The abnormal quiet that prevailed was not 
satisfactory to many of the rarty leaders, 7ho 
would have been glad to hear more noize, believ- 
ing that perfect order did not indicate a condi- 
tion of health in the party organization. After 
the gavel of Chairman Hensel, of the State Com- 
mittee, had fallen, the Rev. Dr. Samuel Wagner, 
of this city, invoked the blessing of Providence 
upon the convention, and asked that divine 
power should so overrule allits deliberations as 
to cause them to redound to the good of the 
State and the country. 

After a long list of delegates, including contest- 
ants from 17 districts, had been read, ex-Con- 
gressman R. Milton Speer, of Huntington, was 
nominated by A. H. Dill to be temporary Chair- 
man. It was settled last night that Mr. Speer 
should be permanent Chairman, and after some 
consideration of the names it was decided this 
morning that he should also have charge of the 
meeting from the ‘beginning. Mr. Speer was 
elected by acclamation, and Mr. Hensel appointed 


asacommittee toescort him to the chair two 
men who have_ bitterly opposed each other in 
politics, A. H. Dill and W. L. Scott, of 
Erie. As they shook hands the crowd 
cheered. Mr. Speer made a short speech. 
He could not iorget, he. said, that the 
last Democrat inaugurated, but not the last 
elected, was born in Pennsylvania, and he hoped 
that the result of this convention’s. work would 
be the nomination of another Pennsy!vanian, 
who would be not only elected but also in- 
augurated. This allusion to Randall brought out 
afew cheers. At the end of his remarks he re- 
ferred more plainly to the ex-Speaker. ‘Since 
you came together,” said he, ** there has been on 
the lips of every one the name oi a man dear to 
you all. who has for 25 years served his state and 
the Nation, and is now poorer than when he 
entered the service. His life has been the 
very utterance of the prayer, *Give me neither 
poverty nor riches.’ and the Lord in his mercy 
has answered the prayer,and the food with 
which he has been fed is the confidence of the 

eople. Let him carry with him to the Chicago 

‘onvention not only your votes but also the 
heart of every Democrat who loves his State.” 
The crowd cheered and called for Randall, but 
the hour for the ex-Speaker’s appearance had 
not come. After Committees on Permanent Or- 
ganization, Credentials, and Resolutions had 
been formed in the usual way the convention 
was adjourned until 2 o’clock. Each of these 
committees consisted of 50 members, one from 
each Senatorial district. 

The meeting of the Committee on Resolutions 
was only an empty formality, for the platform 
was completed at 2 o’clock this morning by a 
few leading Democrats under the direction of 
Randall. When the delegates reassembled in the 
afternoon the Committee on Credentials had not 
finished its work, but the Committee on Perma- 
nent Organization, which had only to announce 
the decision made yesterday by Mr. Randall and 
his lieutenants, promptly reported that Mr. 
Speer should be made permanent Chairman, and 
the report was quietly adopted. The convention 
then gave Mr. Speer the able support of 50 Vice- 
Presidents. Ex-Congressman Coffroth called for 
the report of the Committee on Resolutions, 
and, although the 50 members of .the Creden- 
tials Committee were notin the hall, the resolu- 
tions were at once produced by Congressman 
Mutchler, and are as foliows: 

First—The Democratic Party of Pennsylvania, in 
State Convention, declares its unalterable determina- 
tion to maintain those principles of government or- 
dained by the Federal Constitution and their inter- 
pretation which the founders of the party settled and 
made known, and denounces the late attempts by the 
agents of the Federal Government to overturn these 
ne by judicial legislation and executive usurpa- 

Second—We are against centralization, monopoly, ex- 
travagant expenditures, subsidies, and a debasement of 
the civil service to partisan spoliation. ‘ 

Third—We believe that the Electoral fraud of 1876-7, 
by which Samuel J. Tilden and Thomas A. Hendricks 
were cheated out-of the offices of President and Vicd- 
President, to which they were fairly elected, was the 
most deadly blow ever aimed at our system of repre- 
sentative Government, and the duty of driving from 
power the men and the party who made that fraud 
triumphant is the most sacred obligation ever imposed 
upon the consciences of free men. 

Fourth—We favor a tariff for revenue limited to the 
necessities of the Government, economically adminis- 
tered, and so adjusted in its application as to prevent: 
unequal burdens, encourage productive industries at’ 
home and afford just compensation to labor, but not to 
create or foster monopolies, and to this end we favor 
the abolition of the internal revenue system of taxes’ 
and such adjustment of the existing tariff duties as will 
be consistent with these principles. 

Fifth—Every legitimate effort of labor to better its 
condition, enhance its rewards, and protect its rights 
commands the sympathy and support of the Demo- 
cratic Party. The importation under contract of for- 
eign pauper labor 1s an evil which should be remedied 
by judic.ous legislation. 

Sizth—We favor the enforcement of the Constitution 
of Pennsylvania in its every article and section, and 
a demand the regulation 4 law in accordance 
therewith of the corporations of the State, the equal- 
ization of the tax laws, the appropriation of public 
moneys to public uses only, an honest management of 
the State Treasury and rigid enforcement of the laws 
governing it. 

Seventh—The refusal of the Republican members of 
the Legislature to agree toa just apportionment was 
a flagrant violation of the Constitution for unworthy 
partisan purposes. We denounce their course and we 
applaud and commend the determination of the Demo- 
cratic Governor, Representatives, and Senators to in- 
sist upon an honest and fair apportionment, end we 
commend the present Democratic State Administra- 
tion for its maintenance of the Constitution, its en- 
forcement of the law, andits honest and capale dis- 
charge of public duties.

This platform is identical in most respects with 
the one prepared on Tuesday evening by afew 
gentlemen who have been directing the course 
of the convention with the advice of Mr. Ran- 
dall. At 2 o’clock this morning some changes 
were made after a thorough consideration of all 
interests involved. The greater part of the first 
plank was added. No change was made in the 
tariff plank, and the second, third, and sixth 
planks were not disturbed. Notwithstanding 
the unpopularity of Gov. Pattison and his ad- 
ministration, the seventh plank was accepted for 
the sake of harmony, although in the last 
hour of the conference the more positive of the 
Governor's opponents succeeded in cutting out

attison merited the warmest approbation of 
the oA and that ‘the integrity and courage 
of the Executive and the intelligent exercise of 
his official functions have vindicated the pledges 
of reform upon which he was elected.”

“Well, if any man wants the nomination,” con- 
tinued the old man, “ let him say so and take it.” 
No one wanted it, and the Chairman hastened to 
take a vote, fearing that the candidates 
presented by their friends would all run 
away. Before the roli-call was ended it 
was plain that Davis would have nearly all of the 
votes, and his nomination was made unanimous. 
The General who fought in the Mexican war and 
the war of the rebellion was not longing for a 
chance to go through a campaign with certain 
defeat staring him in the face. “ You must al- 
low me a littie time,” suid he, “ for reflection. I 
can’t say what I'll do.

Three electors at large were to be chosen by the 
convention. For the three places 10 men were 
placed in nomination. Before theclerk had re- 
ecivel the votes of two-thirds of the delegates 
the tally list showed that nothing could prevent 
the choice of ex-Mayor Richard Vaux, of Phila- 
delphia; B. J. MeGran, of Lancaster, and Harry 
B. Plummer, of Franklin. These men were se- 
lected, 

More interest was taken in the choice of the 
six delegates at large who are to go to the Chica- 
go Convention. The men who were selected, 
after a long and tedious calling of the roll, are 
William F. Barrity.a popular young Democrat 
of Philadelpma: William A. Wallace, of Clear- 
field, ex-United States Senator; Col. James P. 
Barr, the veteran Democratic journalist of Pitts- 
burg: Eckley B. Coxe, of Lucerne; Benjamin F. 
Meyers, of Harrisburg, and William H. Sowden, 
of Allentown. These namesare arranged in the 
order of their popularity, as shown by the num- 
ber of votes received, Harrity having received 
802 and Sowden 209. The name of Franklin B. 
Gowen was proposed, but was withdrawn 
at his request. Among those defeated were 
Congressman at Large Elliott, Thomas Collins, 
ot Somerset, and Charles E. Boyle, of Fayette. 
It is said by politicians that Coxe, Barr, and 
Harrity are earnest supporters of Randall, and 
that Sowden and Meyers have in the past Jeaned 
toward Wallace. But all argue that no district 
delegate or delegate at jJarge will refuse to vig- 
orously advocate Randall’s nomination so long 
a. there shall be any chance for the ex-Speaker. 
Randall knows very well that he can’t be nomi- 
nated, and he hopes to control the delegation 
after his name shall have been aropped. A glance 
at the names on the list of delegates shows, how- 
ever, that it will be difficult, if not impossible, 
for him to take these 60 votes with him. After 
the names of the district delegates had been re- 
,0rted the convention was finally adjourned.

HARMONY IN MISSOURL

——— 
WORK ON NEW LINES IN PENN- 
SYLVANIA. 
THE PENNSYLVANIA PARALLELING THE 
READING AND OTHER ROADS TRENCHING 
ON THE PENNSYLVANIA’S GROUND. 

PittTsBuRG, Penn., April 9.—John P. Wat- 
son, of Philadelphia, who 1s largely interested in 
the railways of the State, was in this city to-day. 
In conversation with THE TIMES’s correspondent 
he said: “Railway building is going to be un- 
usually active and extensive in all parts of the 
State. The Pennsylvania Railroad Company is 
going to parallel a good part of the main stem of 
the Philadelphia and Reading 1n the east, and in 
the west will probably extend the Ebensburg 
branch to the boroughof Indiana, and build its 
south-west line on from Fairchance to Fair- 
mount, West Va.,this year. Workon four of 
the seven large tunnels on the South Pennsy!- 
vania or Vanderbilt line is now advancing rap- 
idly and satisfactorily, and as soon as the roads 
permit the hauling of men and material the con- 
tractors on varioussections of the road will begin 
operations. 

“The Atlantic and Western Railroad Compa- 
ny, which contemplates the construction of a 
read on as nearly an airline as possible from 
New-York through New-Jersey and Pennsylva- 
vania and on to Chicago, has established its 
head-quarters at Lewiston, and has a large corps 

f engineers running lines in this State, which 
the road enters at the Delaware Water Gap. This 
will parallel a good part of the Pennsylvania 
line, but will reach Hollidaysbu along the 
Juniata Va!ley, and cross the Alleghany Moun- 
tains at about the same grade as the old Portage 
Road, which is better than the route of the 
Pennsylvania. As to the effect of paralleling 
the line of the Pennsylvania Road, 1 cannot see 
how it will be in any way injurious. The South 
Peunsylvania Road has a vast section of unde- 
veloped territory of immense natural resources 
to build up,and it cannot in any wise interfere 
with the Pennsylvania. Should the Atlantic and 
Western be built, it will also have atleast a 
partially new field. As the regions traversed are 
developed, there will be work for both lines. 

“The Vanderbilt line from Lock Haven south- 
ward, the Pine Creek and Jersey Shore, will also 
be built this year and give an outlet to the vast 
timber and coal interests of the Snowshoe re- 

ion. It is not generally known that the Lehigh 

Talley Railway Company has for some time been 
in negotiation for the purchase of the coal lands 
included in this Snowshoe field, aggregating 
about 10,000 acres, the consideration offered and 
conditionally accepted being $1,000,000. The only 
thing in the way of the consummation of the deal 
isa contract in perpetuity, entered into several 
years ago by the company operating the coal 
field, that all its products should be shipped over 
the Snowshoe Branch of the Pennsy!vania Rail- 
road. Were this out of the way, the sale would 
be closed at once. The people of the region de- 
sire to see railroad competition, and will be glad 
to see it accomplished. The coal here has splen- 
did coking qualities, and the object of the Lehigh 
Valley Company is tosecure it for the manutact- 
urers of the Lehigh Valley.” 


CREDIT MOBILIER LITIGATION. 

Sidney Dillon, President of the Union 
Pacific Railway, filed on Monday in the United 
States Circuit Court, at Philadelphia, a petition in 
the case of Rowland G. Hazard against the Crédit 
Mobilier and the Union Pacific Railway. The 


petition set forth that Oliver Ames, the Receiver 
of the Crédit Mobilier, was claiming undue ad- 
vantages under the Massachusetts laws in ob- 
taining execution against the Union Pacific ina 
suit now pending for the recovery of $2,000,000, 
claimed to he due the Crédit Mobilier by the 
railway company, on an order issued and signed 
by Oliver Ames, President, and John M. 8. 
Williams, Secretary of the railway compa- 
ny. The railway company declared that it 
had obtained by assignmenta claim against the 
Crédit Mobilier for $1,299,365 81, and judgment in 
this case was still pending. As the entire assets 
of the Crédit Mobilier are said to be this claim 
for $2,000,000, the court was asked to interfere, in 
the event of the decision in the suit being against 
the Union Pacific, to prevent the dissipation of 
the amount recovered among the outside cred- 
itors, thereby prejudicing the railway in its claim. 
The court was asked to order the removal of Mr. 
Ames as Receiver, and appoint.some resident of 
Pennsy!vania tn his place, and to restrain the en- 
forcement of the judgment in Massachusetts un- 
til the suit now pending in this city should be de- 
cided. A rule to show cause why the petition 
should not be granted was issued by the court, 
returnable April 21.

A PROPOSED CONSOLIDATION. 

Cuicaao, April 9.—A movement is on 
foot to consolidate the Peoria, Decatur and 
Evansville, the Central Iowa, and the Lake Eric 
and Western Roads in one line. To carry out 
thisscheme it will be necessary to constructa 
line between Bloomington and Peoria, (which 
has already been incorporated,) in order 


to connect the three roads. The same 
owners, Cummings & Co., of Nickel Plate 
fame, are large owners of the stock and bonds of 
the three roads mentioned.

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IS CANNED FOOD POISONOUS ? 


AN INTERESTING DISCUSSION BEFORE THE 
MEDICO-LEGAL SOCIETY. 


At the regular meeting of the Medico- 
Legal Society, in Mott Memorial Hall, last even- 
ing, Dr. J. G. Johnson, of Brooklyn, read a paper 
on “Poisoning by Canned Fruits and Meats.” 
Representatives of the canned goods manufactur- 
ers and the editors of several of the trade papers 
were present. Dr. Johnson said that in March 
last he was called to see a family in Brooklyn 
who were suffering from poison. The family 
consisted of six persons, and be found that they 
had eaten for lunch some bread and butter and a 
can of stewed tomatoes. Immediately after- 
ward they all became very ill with burn- 


ing potas at the pit of the stomach, dryness 
of the throat, and bright red eruptions of 
the skin, and one of them was in a state of 
coma. The doctor found the can from which 
the tomatoes bad been taken and showed it toa 
tinsmith, who declared the lid to have been 
soldered on with muriatic amalgam. The acid is 

ut in the groove in which the lid fits with a 

rush, and he came to the conclusion that 
some had dropped from the brush in this 
operation into the can, and in that way 
had caused the illness of his patients. 
He stated that in the city of Baltimore there 
were 57 firms engaged exclusively in selling what 
are known to the trade as “ seconds,” which he 
defined as meaning doubtful or ursound goods, 
and that there wasalawin the State ot Mary- 
land prohibitins the use of muriatic acid in seal- 
ing up the cans. He closed by giving the follow- 
ing rules to be followed in buying canned goods 
to avoid purchasing unsound or tainted meats 
or fruits: 

“Every cap should be examined, and if two 
holes are found to have been punched in it take 
the can immediately to the Board of Health, with 
its contents, and give the name of the grocer from 
whom it was bought.” The reason the second hole 
is punched is that the can has been found to be 
a “swell,” that is, the head has’ been | ulged out 
by the gases caused by fermentation, and the 
can has been “reprocessed.” or put in a hot 
water bath a second time,and a second opening 
made to allow these gases to escape. 

“Reject every can that does not show the 
golden line of resin uround the edge of the solder 
of the cap, the same as is seen on the seam of the 
side of the can.” All others, the doctor claimed, 
were sealed with muriatic acid. 

* Reject any and every can that shows any rust 
around the cap on the inside of the head of the 
can.” Rust proves that there was air inside, and 
consequently fermentation. 

* Reject any can that does not bear the manu- 
facturer’s name.” 

* Before buying press the bottom of the can 
up, and if the contents are decomposed, the tin 
will rattle like the bottom of the oiler of your 
sewing-machine. If the contents are sound, the 
bottom will be soiid and impossible to push up.” 

After Dr. Johnson had concluded, Dr. Feeney, 
of Brooklyn, read a short paner stating that he 
had been called to attend a child of 7 years last 
Tuesday, who had eaten some canned apples, 
and exhibited the same symptoms of poison de- 
scribed by Dr. Johnson. He acknowledged that 
he had not had an analysis made, and so based 
his opinion simply on the symptoms shown. 

Mr. H. T. Going, representing the Canned 
Goods Exchange of Paltimore, then took the 
floor and began by asking Dr. Johnson where he 
got his information relative to the methods used 
in canning goods and the several assertions 
made in his paper. The doctor answered that he 
obtained most of them from a very exhaustive 
article published sometime agoin a New-York 
newspaper. Mr.Going then said that there was no 
mention made of muriatic acid inthe laws of 
Maryland, and that the 57 houses in Baltimore 
who sold goods known as “‘seconds” were per- 
fectly justified in doing so, as it simply implied 
that the fruit sold in that grade was not as large 
or as fine as in the other grades, but it was 
equaliy good and wholesome. He also said 
that the muriatic acid used in ceiling up 
the cans was so greatiy diluted with water that 
a person could drink a small quantity without 
feeling any ill effects. Mr. Barrett. the editor of 
the Trade, read some statistics showing that 
last year there were 60,000,000 dozen cans export- 
ed, and thatif muriatic acid was such a deadly 
compound as it was used in the trade, it 
would have killed millions of people. Then Mr. 
Kemp, of the firm of Kemp & Day, who are 
furnishing the supplies for the Greely expedi- 
tion, said: ** Now, I’ve been in the business thirty 
odd years, and I’ve got a son of 19, who is 6 feet 
high and weighs 167 pounds, and can kick a ball or 
row a boat with anyone. He has heen brought 
up from his earliest infancy on carned goods, 
and he is a living example of their harmlessness. 
The muriatice acid is diluted by 7 parts of water. 
I was speaking last week to the doctor who is go- 
ing on the Greely expedition about this very 
——— and asked him what elfect a 
moderate quantity of this dilution would 
have on a man. He said if it had 
any effect it would be beneficial.” The speaker 
asked Dr. Johnson if he had had any analysis 
made of the tomatoes he thought had poisoned 
his patients. The doctor said that they were all 
eaten, but that he had sent the can to the 
chemist of ‘the Board of Health, who was 
present. When that gentleman was called 
upon to state the result of his investigation, he 
said that there was not enough tomatoes Jeft in 
the can to analyze, and he could tind no trace of 
poison. Then Mr. er turned to the medical 
men present and asked if any one of them had 
ever heard of a case of poisoning from eating 
potted goods where the analysis showed traces of 
poisoning, and they acknowledged that they 
never had. 

Dr. Johnson had brought over several cans of 
fruit, one that had five holes punched in the lid 
and a bottom that rattled like theatrical thunder. 
This he claimed to be decomposed, but was very 
much taken aback when Mr. Kemp volunteered 
to eat the entire contents of the can then and 
there if he would have it opened. 


CONFESSION OF A SWINDLER. 
New-Lonpon, Conn., April 9.—The “Rev.” 
W. A. T. Smith, (colored,) now in jail here await- 
ing trial in the Superior Court for swindling 
under fhe pretense of being an African mission- 
ary, made a confession to-night. He said he 
was aslave in St. Louisand bought his freedom 


in 1862 from Mary Smith. He raised $800 for the 
purchase moneyin New-England churches, and 
was licensed as a preacher when a slave by the 
Rev. Mr. Clark, of St. Louis, also a colored minis- 
ter. Smith says he led a _ Christian life 
for some time, and then took to swin- 
dling church people and to drink. He 
was never authorized as a missionary, but 
made a good living by his false representations. 
He has been in the swindling business for 10 
years, and used all the money raised for himself. 
fesays he never gave a cent for missionary 
work, and that he never had an accomplice. He 
is the original Smith who secured a letter of rec- 
ommendation from John B. Gough; the samethat 
Gough has tried to get for 10 years. He has 
been to Afmca several times. He would work 
his passage to America, and after swindling 
church people by getting money to found 
a missionary home for old people in Sen- 
egambia would return to Africa. He 
says he expected to establish a home for 
himself. When in Africa he wasa farmer, and 
four of his children died there. His method was 
to travel about the country and get ministers to 
recommend him to the people as a missionary. 
He would make remarks about the customs and 
needa of the African people and then take upa 
collection. He was just starti: g out on a swin- 
dling tour when arrested. He intended to produce 
his drama “A Planter’s Son” with the money 
raised on his proposed tour. He was never ar- 
rested before. He says he will now turn over a 
new leaf, and when released will !abor for the 
conversion of his race. Smith is 58 years of age. 
He will plead guilty and throw himself upon the 
mercy of the court.

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A RANNEY DEACON RESIGNS. 


LOOKING FOR AN ABANDONMENT OF THE 
OPPOSITION TO DR. NEWMAN. 

Two of Dr. Ranney’s Deacons went to 
Jennie Smith's revival meeting, in the Madison- 
Avenue Congregational Church, last night, 
and lifted up their voices in prayer and 
song. Deacons Ranney and Cummings 
listened to them attentively from ad- 
joining pews. While the services were 


still in progress, all the Deacons went into the 
Pastor’s study with Dr. Newman and closed the 
door. At 9:30 o’clock the revival services were 
closed, but the Deacons still talked in the study. 
Their voices could only be heard in muffied tones 
through the church, but an occasional word 
in an excited tone quickened the curiosity 
of the hundred or so people who waited 
patiently in the pews. The ladies talked over 
the meeting of the night previous, and repeated 
choice bits of gossip which they had heard during 
the day. General sympathy was expressed with 
an ardent Newmanite who was stricken with 
paralysis as she was leaving the church, just after 
shaking hands with her Pastor. 

It was nearly midnight when Deacons Ranney, 
Cummings, and Meigs slipped slyly through a 
side door into Forty-fifth-street. No one inthe 
house observed the move but the reporters. 
“Oh, there was nothing done of any interest,” 
said Deacon Ranney, as the trio hurried up the 
street. 

* But in going to that mecting to-night did 
you not recognize Dr. Newman as Pastor?” » 

““Notatall. We had aright there as Deacons, 
and we exercised that right in protesting against 
everything that was done.” 

* Have you decided on going to the courts?” 

“ We have got nothing to say.” 

But the Deacons who fumbled over a pile of 
papers in the study had something to say. Dea- 
con Foster was radiant with delight, and insisted 
upon singing the Doxology. The ladies in the 
church caught the spirit and joinedin. Deacon 
Z. 8. Crooker, who has all along been favorable 
to Dr. Ranney’s views, and given him the 
majority of the Board of Deacons, nad sent 
in his resignation, and it was acceptea. This left 
the board a tie, and gave Dr. Newman the cast- 
ing vote. When the next deacon is elected he 
willbea Newman man. It was reported that 
Deacon Crooker had changed his mind as to the 
cesire on the part of the Ranney people for a 
reconciliation. Among the resolutions adopted 
at the meeting was the following: 

Resolved, That the Board of Deacons hereby express 
their sincere and heartfelt gratitude that the resigna- 
tion of our Pastor, the Key. Dr. J. P. Newman, was 
unanimously rejected at a meeting of the large majori- 
ty of the members of the church and pew-holders of 
the congregation, convened April 8, 1884, upon a regu- 
lar call read for said meeting from the pulpit cn Sun- 
day, April 6, 1884, and that we, the Board of Deacons 
of the Mudison-Avenue Congregational Church, 
do hereby extend to our Pastor, Dr. Newman, a 
hearty, cordial, and Christian welcome tothe pulpit 
and ministry of our church; and we do hereby pledge 
our warmest and most sincere and constant support to 
all his efforts and ministry in this church. And we 
hereby invite and urge uy n the disaffected members 
of this church to returnto a loyal, united, and Christian 
support of their duties and privileges as members, and 
tothe support and assistance of our Pastor, Dr. New- 
mnan, that a great religious revival may come among us 
to the glory of God and His cause in our midst. 

A resolution was passed appointing a commit- 
tee of five to revise the membership roll and 
weed out the habitual stay-aways, after giving 
them due and proper notice. By-laws were 
adopted giving the Board of Deacons sole author- 
ity in appointing and dismissing ushers, and speci- 
fying the manner of reading notices of church 
meetings from the pulpit. ‘Ten new applications 
for membership by letter were accepted. 

A gentleman said: “I have positive informa- 
tion that the Ranney people have given up the 
fight. They will not go to court. How couid 
they with only one Trustee? That would look 
weak, wouldn’t it? And now they have lost their 
only hold, the Board of Deacons. I am sorry for 
them, but they must come back and behave or 
leave. Deacon Cummings acknowledged Dr. 
Newman as Pastor to-night by accepting an ap- 
pointment on a committee.”

THE FIREMEN EXONERATED | 


—<———- 

WO PROOF OF ROBBERIES AT THE 

_ BURNED ST. GEORGE. 

STORY OF THE JANITOR AND HIS REFUSAL TO 
ACCUSE ANYBODY—MUCH OF THE LOsT 
PROPERTY FOUND IN THE RUINS. 

The janitor of the St. George flats, Will- 
iam O. Cloyes, took a seat in the Fire Commis- 
sioners’ office yesterday, and was called to ac- 
count for certain statements attributed to him 
by two newspapers. Cloyes was quoted as accus- 
ing the firemen of ransacking bureau drawers 
during the fire in the apartment-house Monday. 
Asthree or four tenants had reported that sev- 
eral hundred dollars’ worth of jewelry had been 
stolen from them, the matter bore quite aserious 
aspect. for the firemen, and the Commissioners 
thought proper to investigate a little. They 
told Mr. Cloyes that any offense proved would 
be promptly punished, and called on him to pre- 
sent his facts. 

The janitor flatly contradicted almost every 
important statement attributed to him. What 
he was ready to admit was, in substance, this: 
Some hours after the fire a few of the tenants 


reported to him that money and jewels had been 
stulen from articles of furniture not injured by 
the fames. On Monday afternoon, after the fire 
was well under control, he had gone to the 
fourth floor and found men in Miss Forsyth’s 
apartments. Some were in citizens’ clothes, but 
nearly all wore badges. A fireman in uniform 
with Company 14 and the figures7 and 2 on bis 
hat was bending over an _ drawer in the 
dresser. Window-blinds had been laid from 
this room to the roof of an adjoining 
building, and men were carrying things 
away from the burning rooms. A_ few 
moments afterward, Mr. Cloyes said, he 
found this same fireman in Mr. Dubois’s room 
breaking open the drawer of a desk. He said he 
was only looking around, and Cloyes told him to 
tout. Mr. Dubois reported afterward that the 
Seek had been rifled anc a five-hundred-dollar 
diamond stud taken from it. A bureau in Miss 
Forsyth’s apartment, which Cloyes had locked, 
afterward bore marks of having been forced 
with a chisel or some such instrument. “I have 
accused no one of robbing the house,” said 
Cloyes. “I don’t even know for sure that the 
house was robbed or that those people had any 
jewels. I know that they reported to me that 
their drawers had been rified and property taken 
from them, and I know what I saw the firemen 
doing. Some of the lost jewels were found yes- 
terday and some to-day, but there is a great deal 
reported missing which has not been found. 
“You did not sée the firemen open any of 
the drawers, did you?” asked Commissioner Pur- 


roy. 

“J did not,” said Cloyes. 

It was printed that the only man in Company 
14 with 7and2 on his cap was Thomas Leddy, 

rivate No. 720. Cloyes remarked further that 
he had talked with two fire patrolmen who had 
seen as much as, or even more than, be had, in- 
cluding the numbers on the fireman’s hat. One of 
these patrolmen remarked that Company 14 was 
notorious for the same thing. Both men were 
connected with No. 3 patrol company. 

Alderman Waite went into the burning build- 
ing with Cioyes and Detective Sergeant Rogers. 
They went to Miss Forsyth’s room, and Cloyes 
opened a bureau drawer and was taking outa 
necklace. The others advised him to put it back 
and let the insurance men take care of it. Cloyes 
did so, locked the drawer, and went down stairs 
with the key. “I gave it to Miss Forsyth’s 
maid,” he explained. 

“Since you had access to the rooms, Ido not 
see why there is not as much reason for the fire- 
men suspecting you as for you suspecting them,” 
said Commissioner Croker.

The Commissioners sent for Company No. 14, 
and meanwhile Commissioner Van Cott asked 
Dloyes questions about himself. The janitor is a 
member of the’ Republican Committee of the 
Sixth Assembly District. He was in the Custom- 
house under President Grant in 1870, but was sub- 
sequently removed by Collector Arthur for neg- 
lect of duty. Levi Grosvenor and Major Alex- 
ander were removed at the same time. An inves- 
tigation resulted in the three men being exon- 
erated. Grosvenor and Alexander were reinstated, 
* through influence which I could not command,” 
paid Cloyes. 

The firemen were marched into the room in 
uniform. Hut No. 720 was on a little, wiry man 
with flashing black eyes. Cloyes looked at him, 
smiled at the trick, and kept on down the line. 
Pointing to a tall fellow in an assistant en- 
gineer’s hat, he said, * I think that’s the man.” 

* Are you ve ?” asked Mr. Purroy. 

No,” said Cloyes, “lam not positive, but to 
my best belief it is him.” 

** What is your name,” asked the Commission- 
er of the fireman. : 

“ Thomas Leddy, Sir,” said the man, his face 
flushed with chagrin. He added: “I did not go 
above the top floor during the fire. I never 
went near Miss Forsyth’s rooms, never opened a 
drawer, nor have Iseen this man Cloyes before 
to-day.” 

Capt. Shea stepped forward. ‘I am willing to 
take my oath,” he said, “ that Leddy never left 
my side from the time he went into that build- 
ing until he came out. What he saysis the truth.” 

“Do you want to ask Leddy any questions ?”’ 
said the Commissioner to Cloyes. 

* No,” was the answer,” I have accused him of 
nothing.” 

* So far as the Commissioners are concerned,” 
said Mr. Purroy, ‘“ we cannot see from the evi- 
dence before us that Mr. Leddy has committed 
any offense or been guilty of any wrong. He 
may return to his quarters.” 

Leddy retired, his face beaming with happi- 
ness, and joined his comradesin an indignation 
meeting in the hallway. 

Much of the unburned furniture in the St. 
George’s flats, which were destroyed by fire last 
Monday was removed from the building yester- 
day. Tbe insurance patrol found a pair of 


diamond bracelets and a gold chain belonging to . 


Mrs. H. W. pn tg wl among the rubbish in her 
room on the sixth floor. Mrs. Walton Burgess, 
who occupied a flat on the fifth floor of the build- 
ing, called on Tuesday and opened a little safe 
which was set in the wall of her room. She found 
her jewelry. It had not been injured. “ It is 
gradually being found,” said Capt. Clinchy, of 
the Twenty-second-street police station. “I 
think much of the jewelry which it has been re- 
ported has been stolen will be found in the 
ruins of the burned building.” Oapt. Clinchy 
says that Janitor Cloyes was “ perfectly sober” 
on the day of the fire, although he did not make 
his appearance until two hours after the fire was 
discovered. The Captain says he is ata loss to 
know who could have stolen anything from the 
flats, if any robbery was committed, as Detect- 
ive Rogers watched the apartment-house from 
the roof of the only building which was near 
enough to afford access to the flats, while the 
doors on the ground floor were guarded by the 
police.

PASSENGERS TO BE GIVEN PLENTY OF TIME 
FOR EATING. 


The steam-ship Austral, which, with the 
City of Rome, will run regularly this season, un- 
fler the Anchor Line flag, between Liverpool and 
this port, has recent)y undergone extensive al- 
terations on the Clyde. All her boilers have been 
fitted with Fox’s corrugated flues, which give 
greater strength and add to the steam-producing 
power of the furnaces. The new fiues also ren- 


der the boilers more safe. The funnels have 
been fitted with outer casings, which will pre- 
vent the draught from being diminished by 
the influence of cold air on the outside. 
The Austral has been provided with 
& new manganese bronze propeller. This 
material has proved superior to steel for 
such uses. Itis much stronger and lighter, and 
there is very little danger of its breaking under 
any circumstances. The lightness of the man- 
—< bronze propeller makes it . easier to turn. 

he boss is smaller than that of the former pro- 
peller, and the blades are somewhat longer. The 
diameter of the new propeller is the same as that 
of the one formerly in use. These aiterations, it 
is thought, will increase. the s of the vessel. 
They were made at the yard of John Elder & Co., 
where. the Austral was launched about two years 


ago. 

The Anchor managers propose to introduce a 
new plan of serving meals on the Austral. 
Three hours will be allowed for each meal, and 
by this plan the saloon will never be crowded. 
An additional saloon will be placed in the after 
part of the vessel, where chops and stakes will be 
served between regular meals. The ventilation 
of the steam-ship has been improved by the bet- 
ter draught which the pian of incasing the fun- 
nels insures. The steam-ship is lighted by new 
electric lamps. She recently made a trip from 
Glasgow to Liverpool, during which she behaved 
remarkably well. She will leave Liverpool for 
this port on April 19.

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MAKING TECHNICAL OBJECTIONS. 
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THE ACCUSED CITY OFFICERS TRYING TO 
KILL THE INDICTMENTS. 


Warden James Bowe, of the Ludlow-- 


Street Jail, was arraigned before Judge Barrett, 
in the Court of Oyer and Terminer, yesterday, to 
answer an indictment for perjury, in having 
sworn that all prisoners whose support was 
charged on the county were proper county 
wards. Ex-Police Commissioner Charies F. Mac- 
Lean and Charles W. Brooke were his counsel. 
As soon as he appeared at the bar Clerk Sparks 
formally announced to him that a new indict- 
ment against him was handedin by the Grand 
Jury on Monday. The indictment found on 
March 21 was based on the second section of 
chapter 251 of the Laws of 1875. The new one is 
based on that section and also on section 112 of 
the Code of Criminal Procedure, 

Mr. MacLean said his client demurred to both 
indictments on the ground that section 1 of 
the act of 1875 having been specifically repealed 


by chapter 417 of the Laws of 1877, section 2, be- 
ing logically dependent on it, had fallen and been 
obliterated with it. Mr. MacLean argued that 
the second section of the act of 1875 could not be 
held to be in existence forthe mere purpose of 
construing it with any section of the Code, and 
that as there has not for years been any necessity 
for the oath made by Warden Bowe in order to 
commend the Sherifi’s bills for payment, the 
Warden had not committed perjury and the in- 
dictment would not lie. 

District Attorney Olney argued that the second 
section of the act of 1875 had not been repealed 
and could not be construed with the section of 
the Code referred to. Mr. Brooke insisted that 
the statutes must be construed strictly and not 
liberally, as the District Attorney desired, the act 
permitting a liberal constriction of penal 
statutes having been recently passed. udge 
Barrett reserved his decision. Warden Bowe 
cg $5,000 bail on the new indictment against 
im. 

Inthe afternoon Order of Arrest Clerk David 
McGonigal, indicted for extortion; Deputy War- 
den Philip Kiernan, indicted for forgery, and 
Clerk Jacob Wertheimer, indicted for false pre- 
tenses, were arraigned. Wiliiam F. Howe and 
Thomas F. Grady uppeared as their counsel and 
interposed specia! p eas similar to those made by 
Sheriff Davidson last week. Asin his case, the 
pleas were overruled. The case of Wertheimer 
was then taken up. and Mr. Howe presented a de- 
murrer to the indictment against him, based on 
the grounds that it was notin conformity with 
the Code, in that it did not specifically charge 
the commission of a fraudulent act, and 
that it nowhere set forth a state of 
facts necessary to constitute a cause of crimi- 
nalaction. Insupport of the demurrer it was 
argued that the alleged false pretenses, by which 
Wertheimer was said to have procured the signa- 
ture of Warden Finn, of the Tombs, to a certifi- 
cate setting forth that the Sheriff had conveyed 
acertain number of prisoners to and from the 
criminal courts, were not made, and were not 
charged to have been made, with a fraudulent 
purpose. They could not have been so made, be- 
cause the indictment did not charge that the 
number of prisoners mentioned in the certifi- 
cate were not really conveyed. It merely 
charged that that number did not correspond 
with the total of the’ prison lists. The 
signature of the Warden was not necessary to 
enable the Sheriff to procure payment, and the 
prison lists were not the measure of the prisoners 
taken to and from the courts. The Sheriff's lists, 
as prepared by Wertheimer, stood by themselves, 
for one prisoner might be conveyed to and fro 
several times even in one day. Wertheimer got 
Warden Finn’s signature to his list, but he got it 
unnecessarily and without false pretenses made 
for the purpose to defraud. Under the Coae it 
was notacrime to procure a signature by false 

retenses unless with the intention to defraud. 

he indictment did not charge such an intention, 
and therefore it set forth no crime and should be 
dismissed. 

District Attorney Olny argued that the charge 
made in the indictment was within the statute; 
that Wertheimer had presented to Warden Finn 
what purported to be a copy of the prison lists, 
and so procured his signature; that this was a 
crime, and that the intent of his act was proper- 
ly set forth in the body of the indictment. 
Messrs. Howe and Grady denied that the prison 
lists had any relation to Wertheimer’s lists, and 
that the indictment properly charged that they 
hadany. Judge Barrett said be would carefully 
inquire into the disputed matters. ; 

Tbe hearing of motions to set aside the indict- 
ments against Kiernan and ——o. on the 
ground that the Oyer and Terminer Grand Jury 
was not a legal body, and that if it was a legal 
body a person not a member of it—a stenog- 
rapher—was present when the indictments 
were found, was adjourned until April 2. On 
account of Joseph H. Choate’s recent domestic 
affliction the trial of Sheriff Davidson has been 
put off from to-day until next Wednesday. 


A BOLD HIGHWAY ROBBERY. 


THE STRANGE STORY TOLD BY A TRUSTED 
CLERK. 

On Tuesday afternoon Paul Hawthorne, 
a bright-looking young clerk, drew $35 on a 
check in the Nassau Bank, at Nassau and Beek- 
man streets. He tucked the money into his 
waistcoat pocket and walked out, followed by 
two young men who had stood behind him in 
line at the Teller’s desk. Hawthorne dodged the 
vehicles on Park-row and started on a quick 
walk through Mail-street toward Broadway. 
The two men were right on his heels. Both of 
them were neatly dressed and apparently re- 


spectable. One seemed to be about 22 years old 
and the other a little younger. It was only a 
few minutes bp A o’clock, and the thorough- 

fare was filled with people. i 
As young Hawthorne neared the Post Office 
scales a procession of rickety mail wagons rat- 
tled off to the afternoon trains. During the 
temporary block caused by an awkward driver 
the two fellows who had been following Haw- 
thorne made an effort to crowd past him. As 
they did so the elder and taller ot the two 
clapped his hand over the young clerk’s mouth 
and forced him back against thestone wall. The 
other grabbed the money from his waistcoat 
ocket and darted around the corner of the 
ost Office Building into the crowd on Broadway. 
In the struggle with his assailant Hawthorne 
managed to free himself a little and shout 
* Thief !”" 
“Do you call mea thief?’ said the robber, 
striking Hawthorne a blow in the mouth which 
knocked him tothe pavement. Then, scamper- 
ing across City Hall Park, he got on a Third- 
avenue car near the bridge. A young clerk in 
a book-store, who saw Hawthorne when he was 
hit, but did not see the robbery, made a short 
chase after the runaway, but soon lost sight of 
him. Hawthorne went to the City Hall police 
station with his nose bleeding from the biow, 
and told his story. Hesaid that he was a clerk 
for Messrs. Smith & Sweezy, manufacturers of 
lace ruffling and ladies’ neck-wear, at No. 105 
Elm-street. 
At the time of the assault and robbery a dozen 
men were working outside the Post Office load- 
ing up the mail wagons. They noticed the block 
of teams, but paid no attention to it. A minute 
later one of them saw Hawthorne rising from the 
avement, wiping the blood from his face, and 
he other fellow running across the street. He 
thought it was a boys’ row and went on with his 
work. “If the young man called out * Thief!” 
said one of the men yesterday, *“ noneof us heard 
him, neither did the people passing by. Other- 
wise the scamp who attacked him would not 
have been able to get a block away without being 
caught.” The two detectives who were put on 
the case were inclined to discredit Hawthorne’s 
story, but his employers have staunch faith in 
his honesty. He is only 19 years old, but he has 
been with them 18 months, and has been repeat- 
edly trusted with much larger sums of money.

THE TRUSTEES OF THE ASTOR LIBRARY 
FINALLY REACH A DECISION, 


The question whether the Astor Library 
should be thrown openin the evenings has for 
some time past agitated not only the minds of 
the Trustees of that institution, but also of a 
large portion of the reading public. The matter 
has been thoroughly discussed by the Trustees, 
and they have finally come to the conclusion 


thatthe subject must be dropped for the pres 
ent. ‘his dropping of the subject for the pres- 
ent is thought to inean a permanent abandon- 
ment of the project. The reasons for this action 
are not many. The principal one is the addi- 
tional expense which would arise from having 
the library open at night. The building is not 
provided with gas,and that would have to be 
oo in, or else electric lighting apparatus would 
ave to be supplied. In addition to this a night 
staff of officers would have to be employed. is 
wouid entail an additional expenditure, which 
would largely diminish the funds now used for 
the purchase of books. Additions of great 
value have been made to the library 
in the course of the past vear, and 
the Trustees are averse to diverting their funds 
into anotherchannel. They do not feel that the 
Astor Library is required at night. The object 
of the institution is to furnish books of informa- 
tion and reference to professional men of letters. 
Magazine writers, journalists, and authors are 
those who make the largest use of the library. 
The libraries which are open at night, such as 
that at Cooper Institute and the Mercantile Li- 
brary, furnish reading fora very different class 
of ple. Light literature forms a large portion 
of their contents, while the Astor Library does 
not aim to provide that class of reading at all. 
The Astor Library does not wish to come into 
competition with them in any way, nor does it 
desire to divide their present patronage with 
them. These are the reasons which have led to 
the decision not to open the Astor Library at 


night.

Mrs. Elizabeth W. Thornton, a handsome 
old lady, with mild and benevolent features, sat 
at a long dinner table in the residence of her 
daughter, Mrs. John M. Gamewell, on State- 
street, Hackensack, yesterday afternoon, with 
children, grandchildren, great-grandchildren, 
and great-great-grandchildren about her, who 
were gathered to celebrate the centennial anni- 
versary of her birth. The old lady isin good 
health and spirits and conversed cheerfully with 
her long hne of descendants on family matters 
and current topice. 

Mrs, Thornton's long life has been a compar- 
atively uneventful one, though she has trav- 
eled a great deal and been a close observer of 
men and things. She recotiects the various Pres- 
idential campaigns from the year 1820; has known 
many of the prominent men of the country ever 
since the Republic was born; has seen generation 
after generation rise and fall and one party after 
another wax and wane in power. Mrs. Thorn- 
ton’s maiden name was Elizabeth Williams. She 
was born in Raynham, Mass., on April 9, 1784. At 


the age of 20 she was married to Phineas Thornton, - 


ot Camden, §. C., and made her wedding trip from 
her native place to that city in a post-chaise, 
the journey occupying a month. Her health 
was poor until she was about 50 years of age, but 
during the last half-century she has seen scarcely 
a day of sickness. Up to her ninetieth year she 
possessed all her faculties to a remarkable de- 
gree, and during her eighty-ninth year she wrote 
70 jeiters to her friends, Her memory upto a 
very few months ago was very clear, and she was 
known among friends and acquaintances as an 
interesting and qaiertennine conversationalist. 
Her sight has failed somewhat during the last 
year, but before that she read and wrote and 
sewed, and was as busy as the youngest house- 
keeper among her relatives. One of her grand- 
children said yesterday that up to three months 
ago she went up and downstairs more frequently 
than any other person in the house. 

Mrs. Thornton lived in Camden with her hus- 
band until 1869. She recalled yesterday to the 
family party the visit of Lafayette to Camden to 
lay the corner-stone of the De Kalb monnment. 
On that occusion, she said, a house was furnished 
for the “ hero of two worids” for his two days’ 
visit, andsome of her best furniture was bor- 
rowed for his use. The children and young la- 
dies strewed flowers under his feet as he passed 
trom his carriage to the house, and sang “ Wel- 
come, mighty chief, once more.” Her two little 
daughters, now old ladies of nore than 60 years, 
both of whom were with her yesterday, took part 
in these ceremonies. They are now Mrs. Jobn 
M. Gameweill and Mrs. Abatha Capers, the 
widow of the kev. Samuel Capers, ot Camden. 
Her offspring comprises 2 children, 20 grandchil- 
dren, 50 great-grandchildren, and 10 great-great- 
grandchildren, all of whom are now living. 
There were present at the reunion yesterday 
Mrs. Thornton and Mrs. Capers, Mr. and Mrs. 
H. L. Brunz, Mr. and Mrs. A. H. Tuttie and Miss 
Lottie Tuttle, Miss Jennie Brunz, Mr. Henry M. 
Brunz, Mr. and Mrs. john M. Gamewell, Mrs. P. 
T. Gamewell, Miss Mamie Gamewell, Mrs. M. W. 
Heath, and 14 great and great-great grandchil- 
dren. Theold lady was presented with a large 
floral bank of red and white roses, in the centre 
of which, on a carnation Lackground, in yellow 
letters, were her monogram, “ E. W. T.,” and the 
words * One Hundred Years.” 

Mrs. Thornton has been a member of the 
Methodist Church for the last 80 years, and her 
life has been one of Christian piety and benevo- 
lence. Her disposition has always been cheerful 
and happy, anc to this she attributes largely her 
long life. She comes of a long-lived family, 
however, and a sister died last year who was 
almost 90 years of age.

TO PARENTS AND GUARDIANS. 


PRESIDENT M’COSH, OF PRINCETON, ON COL- 
LEGE GAMES. 

The treatment and management of col- 
lege students, says President McCosh, of Prince- 
ton, inacircular just issued to the parents of 
students of that college, has become a subject of 
great importance in this country, and the ques- 
tion bas arisen, and much has been said on both 
sides, as to whether it is the duty of the different 
Faculties to exercise a supervision over the boys’ 
morals and pursuits, or limit themselves to simply 
demanding that the students should be able to 
pass their examinations. Dr. McCosh says that he 


thinks it manifestly wrong to“ invite young men 
of perhaps 16 years of age to leave their homes and 
come to colleges, hundreds or thousands of miles 
away,and then leave them entirely to them- 
selves, exposed to temptations, and at liberty to 
go to drinking and gambling saioons, to theatres, 
and houses of vice as they please, without re- 
straint or even warning or advice.” This, he 
says, Should be decided by the parents, for if they 
do not insist, the Proiessors may very naturally 
consider that they are not bound to supply re- 
ligious instruction in addition to their regular 
lectures. Dr. McCosh continues: ** The question 
of care or no care of the conduct of the students 
will within the next few years be decided in our 
larger colleges, and the smaller ones will be pow- 
erless to resist the tide. I hope that parents will 
speak out and declare that they do not wish the 
good moraland religious training which their 
boys have received at home to be lost when they 
enter college with its stronger temptations.” 
The President of Princeton is not in favor 
of asystem of espionage, but one of general su- 
perintendence. Students, be thinks, should be 
treated as men and as gentiemen. When it he- 
comes known to a tutor that a student is idle by 
his failure at recitations or by his devoting too 
much time to games, or if he should see him con- 
sorting with dissolute companions, the tutor can 
speak to him privately or send him to the Presi- 
dent, or call him before the Facuity, not to pun- 
ish but to correct. Manly sports are not only 
tolerated at/ Princeton but encouraged as pro- 
moting health and saving many from low pur- 
suits, and inducing a healthy spirit génerally, 
but Dr. McCosh thinks that colleges should lay 
certain restraints upon them and confine them 
tosome well-defined limit. Some students lose 
very much of the benefit of education by 
being tempted to yield to the fascinations of 
the games, and the applause of 10,000 people at 
an intercollegiate came is valued more than a

e who excels in bodily feats. Another evil to 
which President McCosh calls attention is that 
when the games are held in or near a large city a 
very large crowd is attracted, which partakes of 
the nature of a gathering at a horse race, und the 
consequent temptation to bet and drink cannot 
be resisted by some students, while the unavoida- 
ble associations do not help to educate a body of 
gentlemen. Finally, Dr. McCosh appeals to the 
parents that now, knowing the position of affairs, 
they shouid signify their wishes and help him to

BOARD OF TRADE SUGGESTIONS.. 


OPPOSITION TO THE SHEDS ON BULKHEADS 
ALONG THE RIVER-FRONT. 


A resolution was adopted at a well-at- 
tended meeting of the Board of Trade and Trans- 
portation yesterday, urging that all lines of 
steamers navigating Long Island Sound should 
be allotted appropriate berths on the East River 
above the bridge. It was alleged that the dock 
and wharf facilities on the North River front of 


this city are at present wholly inadequate to 
meet the requirements of the general business of 
the city, necessitating the landing of large quan- 
tities of produce and merchandise at points in 
Brooklyn and Jersey City remote from their des- 
tination in stores and warehouses in New-York. 

At the suggestion of Francis B. Thurber, the 
following resolution was adopted: 

Fesolved, That the bulkheads between the piers on 
the west side of the city should be reserved for tran- 
sient business and not occupied as at present by sheds 
and permanent structures, which leave the smaller 
class of vessels without accommodation. 

The meeting adopted a report from a special 
committee declaring that no action should be 
taken by Congress designed to reduce the term 
for which patents are now given, or in any way 
to render them less secure or valuable. The 
meeting was clearly of the opinion “that the 
manufacture and sale of patented articles with 
the knowledge that the same were tented, un- 
less with the consent of the patentee or his as- 
signs, should be made a penal offense punishable 
with either fines and imprisonment, or both, at 
the option of the court.” Mr. A. B. Miller, in 
presenting this report, said that inasmuch as 
eternal vigilance was the price of liberty, it be- 
hooved every good citizen to keep an eye on 
Congress. A resolution was passed urging that 
steps be taken to procure the repeal of all laws 
requiring a Consular certificate on invoices of 
foreign goods destined for this country.

SUICIDES IN BROOKLYN.

TWO SUCCESSFUL AND TWO UNSUCCESSFUL 
ATTEMPTS AT SELF-MURDER. 

On Tuesday night Bartel Darmuitzer, 
aged 49 years, a carpenter, residing at No. 14 
Stagg-street, Brooklyn, swallowed a dose of Faris 
green. Hetold his wife what he had done, and 
said that, as he could not get work, he did not 
want to live. His wife did not believe that Dar- 
mutzer had taken poison, but she was anxious 
and watched him until he went to bed and ap- 


parently slept. He was very sick during 
the night. In the morning he swallowed an- 
other dose of Paris green. His wife, now 
thoroughly frightened, notified the police. Am- 
bulance Surgeon Dimon was sent for, and is said 
by the police to have remarked carelessly : * Oh, 
take him to the station and lock him up.” While 
being taken to the Stagg-street station-house the 
prisoner was very sick. Some time afterward he 
was taken before Justice Nacher, but he became 
so iil in court that the ambulance was again sent 
for. Ambulance Surgeon Petermann said the 
man wasin a critical condition, and removed him 
to St. Catharine’s Hospital, where he died about 
noon. ; 

Mrs, Lena Friedman, aged 50 years, committed 
suicide yesterday morning at her home, No. 67 
North Sixth-street, Brooklyn, by cutting her 
throat with a carving knife. She had been suf- 
fering from an incurable complaint for seven 
years, and was at times driven almost crazy by 
the pain which she sufferea. 

Early yesterday morning Mrs. Catharine A. 
Bell, 52 years old, of No. 940 Myrti!e-avenue, 
Brooklyn, was locked up in the Flushing-avenue 
station-house for intoxication. Half an hour 
later she was found hanging to her ceil 
door by a rope made of a_ twisted 
veil, and apparently dead. She had drawn 
up her knees so that her weight mirhé 
tighten the noose of the rope. When cut down 
she was insensible, but soon revived. An hour 
later she again attempted to commit suicide by 
hanging herself with a rope made of her shawl. 
The second attempt was discovered before the 
noose had been drawn tight. An oflicer was 
then stationed in front of the woman's cel: to 
prevent further attempts at suicide. When 
taken to court she sobbed violently and was un- 
ab e or unwilling to answer any questions put to 
her. Justice Massey remanded her until Satur- 
day, when she will be examined onacharge of 
attempting to commit suicide. Mrs. Bell is said 
to belong to a re-pectable family.
